Regbet  Not  Being  in  The  Issue,

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Poisoned  by  Aloes. 

An  inquest  was  held  on  January  14,  before  Mr.  F.  Price, 
the  Salford  coroner,  concerning  the  death  of  Harriet 
Ainsworth,  28,  wife  of  a  journeyman  joiner  living  at  Pendle- 
ton. On  the  morning  of  the  12th  she  took  a  dose  of  bitter 
aloes.  She  afterwards  became  very  ill,  vomited  violently, 
and  complained  of  severe  pain  in  the  stomach.  Her  husband 
got  her  brandy,  and  at  three  o'clock  next  morning  he  called 
in  Dr.  Preston,  who  found  the  woman  in  a  state  of  collapse. 
Dr.  Preston  prescribed  for  her,  but  she  gradually  sank,  and 
died  about  half-past  seven  the  same  morning.  Dr.  Pre.-ton 
said  the  powder  was  an  irritant  poison  if  taken  in  an  over- 
cose,  and  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  deceased  had  taken  an 
overdose.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  from  mis- 
adventure. 

Prussio  Aoid  for  Thermometers. 

'  At  the  inquest  on  Francis  Weare,  the  Wood  Green 
jeweller,  and  his  wife  and  child,  held  last  Saturday,  Police- 
inspector  Barnet  stated  that  Weare  was  intimate  with 
Dr.  Angus  Campbell,  of  Wood  Green,  and  about  three  weeks 
ago  he  said  to  the  doctor  that  he  required  some  strong 
■prussic  acid,  as  he  was  going  to  make  a  recording  barometer, 
and  he  required  prussic  acid  in  the  process.  A  fortnight 
.later  he  said  he  had  made  the  barometer,  but  was  then 
engaged  in  making  a  thermometer,  again  asking  for  prussic 
acid.  On  Friday,  January  8,  Dr.  Campbell  supplied  him 
with  an.  ounce  bottle  of  5-per-cent.  prussic  acid.  Dr.  Camp- 
*4>eH  corroborated  this  statement.  Dr.  F.  W.  Wiles  stated 
that  all  the  deaths  were  due  to  prussic-acid  poisoning.  The 
woman  appeared  to  have  had  by  far  the  largest  dose ;  but 
from  the  position  oE  the  bodies  when  found  he  should  think 
the  man  was  the  last  to  take  the  poison,  and  that  he  ad- 
ministered it  to  the  others.  A  verdict  was  returned 
accordingly. 

Poisons  on  Ships. 

The  Marine  Department  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has  issued 
the  following  notice  to  shipowners,  shipmasters,  and  others 
interested : — "  The  attention  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has  been 
called  to  a  case  in  which  serious  danger  to  human  life  was 
caused  by  the  shipment,  for  transmission  abroad,  of  a 
•package  of  arsenic  without  any  label  to  show  the  poisonous 
character  of  its  contents.  This  package  was  subsequently 
broken,  and  the  contents  became  mixed  with  a  quantity  of 
articles  used  for  human  food,  also  forming  part  of  the  vessel's 
cargo.  The  Board  desire  to  call  the  special  attention  of 
shipowners,  shipmasters,  and  all  others  concerned  in  the 
shipment  of  poisons  to  the  provisions  of  Section  17  of  the 
:Sale  of  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Acts  (1868),  which  require  that 
every  package  containing  any  of  the  following  poisons 
%the  scheduled  list  is  here  quoted],  when  sold  for  export,  i<* 
to  bear  the  name  of  the  article  and  the  word  'poison  ';  and 
any  person  infringing  the  provisions  of  the  Act  in  this 
respect  is  subject  to  a  penalty  of  51.  for  each  offence.  The 
Board  further  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  great  importance 
of  taking  the  utmost  precautions  in  the  package  and  stowing 
of  poisons  of  all  kinds  on  board  ship,  so  as  to  reduce  to  the 
minimum  the  risk  of  breakage,  leakage,  or  contamination  in 
any  way  of  the  adjoining  cargo." 

Quick  Dispensing. 

The  Holborn  Board  of  Guardians  are  in  evident  need  of  a 
dispenser  for  their  City  Koad  Workhouse.    At  the  meeting 
of  the  Board,  held  last  week,  a  complaint  was  made  against 
,  Dr..  Yarrow,  the  medical  officer,  for  neglecting  a  patient 
..suffering  from  bronchitis.    In  the  discussion  which  followed 
the  statement  by  the  House  Committee,  Mr.  Dixie  read  from 
:  the  porter's  book,  which  showed  that  several  of  the  medical 
''Officer's  visits  did  not  extend  over  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  and 
in  that  short  period  he  was  supposed  to  see  300  sick  patients 
and  dispense  the  medicines.    A  wonderful  bottle  of  physic 
was  mentioned — Viz.,  a  'stock-bottle'crf  "  breathing-mixture, v 
■'which- was  left  in  the.  charge  of  the  portress  to  be  given  .to 
anybody  with  a  che.st-cpmpjaint,.  j  The  poor  man  whos& 
death  called  forth  the  discussion  had"  also  a  drink*  from't'hc 


portress's  stock- bottle,  but  it  did  not  restore  him.  Mr.  Howes, 
referring  to  this  bottle,  said  that  though  the  portress  was  an 
old  nurse,  with  four  years'  experience  in  the  St.  George's 
Infirmary,  she  was  not  a  doctor.  The  general  result  was 
that  the  Board  expressed  an  opinion  that  "  Dr.  Yarrow  had 
shown  a  great  error  of  judgment  in  not  giving  active  medical 
treatment  to  the  man  in  question,  and  in  ordering  his  removal 
to  the  Highgate  Infirmary  on  such  a  foggy  day  as  December 
23  was."  And  the  Board  further  decided  that  the  medical 
offi  cer  be  ordered  to  give  active  medical  aid  to  all  sick  cases 
before  going  to  Hiebgate  ;  that  he  give  written  notification 
to  the  doctor  at  Highgate  of  the  treatment  given ;  that  he 
write  all  dietary  orders ;  and  that  he  attend  at  the  workhouse 
every  day  before  10.30  a  m.  and  between  4  and  5  P.m.,  so  as 
to  see  the  cases  in  the  receiving-ward. 

A  Manufacturing  Chemist  and  his  Diamond  Bmg. 

On  Monday,  in  the  City  of  London  Court,  before  Mr. 
Julian  Robins  (deputy  judge),  the  case  of  Benson  v.  Bush 
was  heard,  in  which  the  plaintiff,  Mr.  J.  W.  Benson,  62  Lud- 
gate  Hill,  E.C.,  sought  to  have  the  defendant,  Mr.  E.  A.  Bush, 
of  York  Street,  Walworth  Road,  S  E.,  committed  to  Holloway 
for  nonpayment  of  18Z.  14*.  6d.,  due  in  respect  of  a  diamond 
ring  supplied  to  him. 

One  of  the  plaintiff's  assistants  stated  that  the  defendant 
was  a  manufacturing  chemist,  and  traded  with  another  man 
in  partnership  as  W.  Bush  &  Co.  He  did  not  know  what 
sort  of  business  the  defendant  did. 

The  Deputy  Judge  said  a  manufacturing  chemist's  was  a 
very  good  business  as  a  rule,  but  the  defendant  might  have 
a  large  business  or  a  small  concern.  He  could  not  send  the 
defendant  to  prison  on  the  evidence  before  him. 

Ultimately  it  transpired  that  the  defendant,  who  did  not 
appear,  was  willing  to  pay  31.  10s.  a  week,  and  he  was 
ordered  to  pay  in  such  instalments. 

Laudanum  as  a -Patent  Medicine. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Helpringham,  Lincolnshire, 
January  14,  touching  the  death  of  Edward  Forman.  The 
deceased,  who  was  76  years  of  age,  and  formerly  kept  the 
New  Inn,  Helpringham,  was  found  dead  in  bed  the  previous 
morning.  Mr.  Edward  Welchman,  a  medical  practitioner, 
said  he  was  shown  a  bottle  found  by  the  side  of  the  deceased, 
which  had  apparently  contained  a  patent  medicine  called 
"  opiate  mixture."  Witness  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
death  was  caused  by  an  overdose  of  laudanum,  the  opiate 
mixture  being  largely  composed  of  that  drug.  The  jury 
adopted  this  view,  believing  that  the  overdose  was  an 
accident. 

Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley  was  unable  to  preside  at  the  meeting 
held  last  week,  owing  to  indisposition,  and  Mr.  F.  Baden 
Benger  took  his  place.  There  was  an  attendance  of  between 
twenty  and  thirty,  which  is  considered  satisfactory.  After 
the  election  of  four  new  members,  and  before  Mr.  Siebold 
delivered  his  lecture  on  "Urine  Testing"  (which  is  printed 
elsewhere  in  this  issue),  Mr.  Benger  called  the  attention  of 
the  meeting  to  the  new  by-laws  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  speaking  chiefly  in  regard  to  the  reduced  fees,  and 
urging  the  members  to  join  the  Society. 

Our  Newcastle  Chroniole. 

Councillor  Thomas  Stamp  Alder,  chemist,  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne,  was  on  Saturday  last  elected  a  member  of  the  Newcastle 
School  Board.  Mr.  Alder  was  an  independent  candidate,  and 
polled  8.952  votes,  being  the  eleventh  successful  candidate 
amongst  the  fifteen  members  elected.  There  were  twenty- 
six  candidates  nominated  :  the  highest  and  lowest  numbers 
polled  by  the  first  and  fifteenth  of  the  successful  members 
were  14,297  and  7,660  respectively. 

The  United  Alkali  Company  (Limited),  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne,  have  during  the  present  week  removed  into  new 
offices  in  Paudon  Buildings,  City  Road,  opposite  the  Manors 
railway  station.  The  offices  are  fitted  with  the  electric 
light,  and  are  heated  throughout  with  hot- water  pipes.  The 
company  occupies  a  large  portion  of  the  grmrd  and  first 
floors  of  the  building,  t]xe  various  offices  being  divided  into 
'"Allhusen's,"  "  Tennarit's,"  "  1'ede,"  and  "Jarrow"  depart- 
ments; representing  the  various  works  carried  on  by  the 
United  Alkali  Corrrpany  oti TjiieEiae.''  N  '  ac  ""  ^   Jm  ' 
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Liverpool  Dinners. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  employes  of  Mr.  John  Thompson, 
wholesale  druggist,  Liverpool,  was  held  last  Saturday  in  the 
Hanover  Hotel.  In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Thompson,  through 
indisposition,  Mr.  W.  Wilson,  one  of  the  oldest  employes  of 
the  firm,  presided.  Affer  dinner  and  the  loyal  toasts, 
■"Mr.  Thompson,  and  Prosperity  to  the  Firm"  was  proposed 
by  Mr.  Charles  Blood,  who  stated  that  during  the  past  ten 
years  Mr.  Thompson's  business  had  greatly  increased. 
Three  hearty  cheers  were  accorded  to  Mrs.  Thompson.  The 
remainder  of  the  evening  was  devoted  to  songs  and  recita- 
tions. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Liverpool  Pharmaceutical 
Students'  Society  took  place  at  the  Royal  Restaurant, 
Liverpool,  on  Thursday,  January  14.  Mr.  Harold  Wyatt 
<President)  occupied  the  chair.  Mr.  C.  F.  Symes,  in 
proposing  the  toast  of  "The  Pharmaceutical  Society," 
4aid  he  firmly  believed  that  the  profession  is  advancing 
-and  that  the  pharmacist's  world  is  steadily  improving, 
and  this  was  in  a  large  measure  due,  he  thought,  to 
the  action  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr.  J.  S. 
Ward  acknowledged  the  toast.  He  thought  the  new 
scheme  of  examination  would  do  away  with  the  element  of 
chance  which  had  sometimes  entered  into  the  passing  of 
students  in  the  past,  and  thought  that  every  good  and  duly 
prepared  man  had  now  a  fair  field  in  every  sense.  Mr. 
j.  R.  Johnson  proposed  "  The  Medical  Profession,"  and 
Dr.  J.  R.  Logan,  in  response,  expressed  the  pleasure  he  had  in 
meeting  such  a  representative  gathering  of  pharmacists.  He 
had  often  thought  that  it  would  be  a  desirable  thing  to 
establish  a  club  or  society  at  which  chemists  and  medical 
men  might,  at  stated  ini  ervals,  meet  and  discuss  matters  of 
mutual  interest.

Trade,"  Mr.  Wellings  (Evans,  Sons  &  Co.)  responding,  were 
■the  other  toasts.    All  the  arrangements  were  admirable. 

"  P.M." 

A  young  French  medical  student  went  to  an  hotel  near 
"Victoria  Station  and  poisoned  himself  with  prussic  acid  after 
he  had  gone  to  bed.  The  inquest  on  Monday  failed  to  reveal 
bis  identity,  though  his  socks  were  marked  "  P.M.,"  and  the 
jury  returned  a  verdict  of  suicide  whilst  temporarily  insane. 

Chemists'  Balls. 

The  Chemists'  Ball,  which  was  fixed  for  Wednesday  last, 
has  been  postponed  (in  consequence  of  the  death  and  funeral 
of  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Clarence  and  Avondale)  till  April  20, 
when  it  is  intended  to  hold  it  at  the  Portman  Rooms,  Baker 
Street,  W.  The  tickets,  which  have  already  been  issued, 
will  be  available  for  that  date,  and  in  a  circular  issued  by  the 
honorary  secretary,  Mr.  A.  H.  Mason,  the  wish  is  expressed 
that,  appreciating  the  Committee's  compliance  with  the 
national  sentiment  in  this  matter,  purchasers  will  kindly 
retain  tickets  they  have  bought,  and  further  assist  their 
efforts  for  tha  success  of  the  ball.  We  believe,  the  long 
postponement  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Portman  Rooms 
were  not  available  on  any  possible  date  this  side  of  Lent.  '

In  view  of  the  inconvenience  to  which  most  of  the  Fellows 
living  in  the  Northern  counties  are  put  through  having  to 
attend  the  London  meetings,  a  meeting  of  the  Fellows  of  the 
Institute  of  Chemistry  resident  in  these  counties  was  held  on 
Monday  night  at  the  rooms  of  the  Chemical  Club,  Victoria 
Hotel,  to  consider  various  matters  relating  to  the  Institute, 
and  to  make,  if  thought  advisable,  any  suggestions  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Council.  On  inquiry  of  Mr.  William 
Thomson,  by  whom  the  meeting  was  convened,  our  Man- 
chester correspondent  was  informed  that  it  was  understood 
the  deliberations  should  not  be  reported. 

The  Suicide  of  a  Chemist's  Assistant. 

'On  Monday  afternoon,  the  Stockport  Coroner  concluded 
an  inquiry  concerning  the  death  of  William  Atherron  Elliott, 
31,  chemist's  assistant,  of  Boston  Street,  Hulme,  Manchester. 
The  deceased,  towards  the  close  of  last  year,  had  been 
drinking  very  heavily,  and  had  in  consequence  lost  his 
situation.  Since  then  he  had  been  living  on  the  earnings  of 
his  wife,  who  was  a  professional  pianijt.  In  December  she 
was  engaged  as  pianist  at  the  Golden  Ball,  Stockport.  She 
was  playing  there  on  Tuesday  night,  December  29,  when  her 
husband  arrived,  and  she  agreed  to  accompany  him  back  to 
Manchester.  On  the  way  he  assaulted  her  and  a  man  wnom 
they  met.  He  was  taken  into  custody,  and  at  the  police 
station  the  wife  told  the  police  to  search  her  husband, 
because  he  had  said  .that  he  would  tak*  poison.  The 
prisoner  was  searched,  bat  nothing  could  be  found  on  him. 
He  then  asked  f  jr  a  drink  of  water,  which  was  given  him. 
During  the  night  a  constable  found  the  prisoner  unconscious, 
and  he  was  conveyed  to  the  infirmary,  where  he  died  the 
same  morning.  Some  small  pieces  of  paper  were  found  in 
the  cell,  and  it  is  thought  he  had  secreted  these  in  his 
trousers  and  dissolved  the  contents  in  the  water.  Mr.  Carter 
Bell,  the  county  analyst,  stated  that  he  had  found  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  morphia  in  the  stomach  to  cause  death.  A 
verdict  of  suicide  by  taking  morphia  was  returned. 

Medicines  for  the  Poorhouse. 

At  the  Dartford  Board  of  Guardians  on  Saturday  Mr. 
Tasker  moved — "  That  the  dispensing  of  medicine  in  the 
house  be  undertaken  at  the  cost  of  the  Board."  Dr.  Nut- 
ting, medical  officer,  said  it  cost  him  about  25Z.  a  year  to 
supply  drugs  and  medicine,  and  his  principal  objection  to 
continuing  this  was  that  he  might  be  suspected  of  supplying 
other  than  the  best  articles,  seeing  that  he  paid  for  them. 
He  thought  he  ought  not  to  be  required  to  supply  medicines. 
&.O.,  out  of  his  salary.-  The  post  was  well  worth  100Z.  a  year 
without  any  reductions,  but  if  the  Board  provided  the 
medicines  he  would  not  object  to  a  slight  reduction  in  his 
salary.  He  had  contracted  with  Mr.  Botwood,  chemist,  of 
Spital  Street,  for  his  medicines,  and  the  Board  could  either 
contract  with  the  chemist  to  supply  and  dispense  the  medi- 
cines, or  they  could  arrange  to  pay  20  per  cent,  on  the  cost 
price  of  the  drugs  for  dispensing.  Mr.  Waring  said  whether 
they  reduced  the  doctor's  salary  or  not  to  pay  for  the  drugs, 
he  thought  it  was  a  very  bad  thing  that  any  officer  or  ser- 
vant of  any  public  body  should  have  to  find  any  of  the  ap- 
pliances for  his  department  out  of  his  own  salary.  It  was  a 
perfectly  wrong  principle,  and  he  agreed  with  Dr.  Nut- 
ting that  the  Board  should  find  the  drugs.  Taking 
his  salary  at  100Z.  a  year,  and  the  work  at  two  hours 
per  day,  it  was  only  2s.  I0±d.  per  hour,  and  out  of  that  he 
had  to  find  his  own  drugs.  Mr.  Johnson  thought  Dr.  Nut- 
ting ought  to  receive  20Z.  more  and  continue  to  find  the 
drugs.  After  some  considerable  discussion  as  to  whether  the 
Board  should  find  the  drugs  and  pay  Dr.  Nutting  90Z.  a  year, 
or  pay  the  doctor  120Z.  and  he  to  find  the  drugs,  it  was 
decided  to  adopt  the  former  course. 

New  Methylated  Spirit. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Microscopical  Society  on 
Friday  last  Dr.  Norman  Tate  drew  the  attention  of  the 
members  to  the  fact  that  thn  new  methylated  spirit  is  not 
suitable  for  many  purposes  to  which  it  is  applied  by  micro- 
scopibts.  It  spoils  photographic  plates  and  other  delicate 
preparations.  '  'There  is  a  process  for  neutralising  the 
meWjlate'rl'  spirit  by  putting:  2  drops- o^  a,m-mon'ia,,]ntD  a 
p;nt  and  then  boiling  with  10  gr.  argent,  nit.    [The  Inland 
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Revenue  authorities  declare  that  methylated  spirit  mast  not 
be  purified  in  any  manner  before  use. — Ed.  G.  $  D.I 

Mr.  Crookes  continues  to  protest,  in  the  Cnemioal 
News,  against  the  new  methylated  spirit,  and  states  his 
objections  to  it  very  forcibly.  We  hold,  he  writes,  that  an 
injury  to  research  and  to  the  organic  chemical  manufactures 
■will  be  poorly  compensated  by  a  hindrance  thrown  in  the 
way  of  a  few  desperate  drunkards.  It  is  not  too  much  to 
say  that  the  Act  permitting  the  sale  of  methylated  spirit  is 
oompletaly  stultified  by  this  most  mischievous  innovation. 

In  the  Midlands. 

Our  Birmingham  correspondent  writes  : — Mr.  McKey,  who 
has  but  recently  commenced  a  new  business  in  Tunstall,  is 
about  to  remove  to  commodious  premises  situated  in  the 
most  important  part  of  the  town.  There  does  not  appear  to 
be  much  cutting  in  that  quarter,  for  morphine  lozenges  are 
6d.  per  oz. 

Daring  Uhristmas-time  most  Hanley  pharmacists  have  had 
in  their  windows  some,  attraction  in  the  shape  of  a  moving 
figure.  The  best  and  most  amusing  consisted  of  a  clerical 
speaker  in  full  canonicals  holding  in  his  hand  a  hand-bill 
setting  forth  the  value  of  Mr.  Blank's  pectakos,  and  by  the 
gesticulations  and  movements  of  the  figure  it  certainly  must 
be  a  marvellous  preparation. 

He  (a  well-known  pharmacist)  was  out  for  his  Christmas 
holidays,  and,  in  conjunction  with  a  married  lady  who 
carried  a  small  baby,  was  running  to  catch  the  train.  He 
asked  to  assist  the  lady  by  carrying  the  baby,  and  she 
consented.  He  outran  the  lady,  who  did  not  turn  up  at  the 
station,  and  placed  him  in  a  most  awkward  fix.  Eventually 
the  baby  was  left  with  the  station  authorities  and  claimed 
on  the  following  day. 

Southampton  "News. 

Our  correspondent  writes: — Influenza  is  very  bad  here. 
Mr.  Rubie,  chemist,  of  Bernard  Street,  is  lying  ill  with  it, 
and  his  business  premises  have  been  temporarily  closed. 

On  Monday,  at  the  Borough  Police  Court,  before  Alderman 
J.  H.  Cooksey,  Messrs.  J.  E.  Le  Feuvre,  and  R.  Chipperaeld, 
the  Southern  Drug  Company  was  summoned  on  the  informa- 
tion of  Mr.  G.  H.  Collis,  inspector  under  the  Food  and  Drags 
Act,  for  selling  spirits  of  nitre  not  of  the  nature  and  quality 
demanded  by  the  purchaser.  Mr.  Keele,  who  appeared  on 
behalf  of  the  Town  Clerk  (Mr.  R.  b.  Pearce),  applied  for  leave 
to  withdraw  the  summons  because  Mr.  Collis  was  very  ill, 
and  it  would  be  weeks  before  he  could  appear  there.  The 
Town  Clerk  did  not  think  a  summons  of  that  sort  should  be 
indefinitely  hung  over  the  heads  of  defendants,  and  therefore 
desired  to  unconditionally  withdraw  it.  The  Bench  acceded 
to  the  application,  the  Chairman  remarking  that  a  fresh 
information  could  be  issued  if  necessary. 

Blask  Smoke  in  Factory  Chimneys. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Manchester  section  of  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry  a  paper  was  read  by  Mr.  Thomson 
on  a  method  for  recording  the  presence  and  density  of  black 
smoke.  The  method  he  had  arranged  consisted  in  drawing  a 
strip  of  white  paper  in  front  of  a  slit  in  a  brass  plate  by  means 
of  clockwork,  the  plate  being  fixed  at  the  bottom  of  an  appli- 
ance consisting  of  two  copper  tubes  placed  the  one  inside  the 
other,  and  in  the  annular  space  between  a  constant  stream 
of  cold  water  was  passed,  with  a  view  of  keeping  the  tubes  cool — 
the  long  strip  of  paper  used  for  taking  the  diagram  being  con- 
tained in  the  inner  tube,  and  the  paper  at  the  slit  kept  cool 
by  passing  in  front  of  a  drum  or  hollow  roller  through  which 
a  current  of  cold  water  is  passed.  In  this  way,  if  smoke 
were  emitted  from  the  furnace,  it  oame  in  contact  with  the 
paper,  the  opposite  slit  producing  a  black  mark,  and  if  no 
smoke  were  present  the  paper  passed  on  in  its  original  con- 
dition. As  the  paper  was  passed  at  the  rate  of  4  inches  per 
hour,  the  lengths  of  the  piper  blackened  would  show  the 
length  of  time  during  which  smoke  was  emitted,  and  the 
depth  of  the  mark  would  give  a  distinct  idea  of  the  density 
of  the  black  smoke  passing.  He  showed  some  diagrams 
which  had  been  obtained  by  passing  gases  containing  smoke 
against  these  papers.  • 

Gentle  Poisoners  "Wanted. 

Humane  sentiment  is  a  big  growth  at  Carmarthen.  Alady 
sent  for  a  chemist's  assistant  to  poison  her  ca*-,  and  because 


he  aimed  a  kick  at  her  dog,  which  had  tried  to  bite  off  a 
piece  of  his  leg,  she  dismissed  him  with  the  stinging  rebuke 
that  "a  man  who  could  try  to  kick  a  poor  little  innocent  dog 
was  too  cruel  to  poison  a  cat ! " 

An  Overdose  of  Chloiodyne. 
A  widow  named  Mrs.  Bond,  residing  with  her  only  son  at 
Porthcawl,  Monmouthshire,  died  on  Sunday  last.  At  the  in- 
quest on  Tuesday  the  son  said  his  mother  was  60  years  of 
age.  She  partook  of  very  little  food  at  any  time— about  one 
shillingsworth  a  week  would  be  about  the  average.  She  was 
downstairs  on  Saturday,  and  on  Sundiy  confined  to  her  bed- 
room. He  went  up  to  see  her  several  times,  but  she  was 
dozing,  and  he  did  not  disturb  her.  He  called  on  a  doctor  on. 
Sunday  evening  about  5  p.m.  The  doctor  saw  her  about  6. 
She  was  then  dead.  In  reply  to  a  question,  he  said  his 
mother  took  a  great  deal  of  chlorodyne — about  five  ounces  a 
week  on  an  average.  His  father,  who  bad  been  dead  some 
time,  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  it.  Mr.  Thomas,  chemist, 
deposed  that  he  had  supplied  Mrs.  Bond  for  seven  or' 
eight  years  with  chlorodyne  in  bulk  called  "  Mather's  Pre- 
parations." There  was  no  restriction  in  the  sale  of  proprie- 
tary articles  such  as  this.  Dr.  Alexander  deposed  that  he 
had  made  a  post-mortem  examination  of  the  body  of  the  de- 
ceased. He  found  about  three  ounces  in  the  stomach — no- 
solid  food.  The  body  was  much  emaciated.  Death,  in  his 
opinion,  resulted  from  an  overdose  of  chlorodyne.  The  ver- 
dict was  according  to  the  medical  evidence.  A  rider  was 
added  to  the  verdict  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  jury,  some- 
restriction  should  be  put  upon  the  sale  of  all  mixtures  con- 
taining poison. 

Alleged  Adulteration  of  Spirits  of  Nitre. 

At  Wandsworth  Police  Court  on  Wednesday  Messrs. 
Leach  Brothers,  of  High  Street,  Putney,  were  summoned  by 
Samuel  H.  Smith  for  selling  to  the  prejudice  of  the  pur- 
chaser sweet  spirits  of  nitre  which  was  not  of  the  nature- 
substance,  and  quality  demanded.  When  the  case  came 
before  the  Court  a  month  ago  Mr.  Young,  for  the  prosecution, 
asked  for  an  adjournment  on  the  ground  that  an  important 
witness  could  not  then  be  present.  On  the  present  occasion 
the  Chief  Clerk  informed  Mr.  de  Rutzen  that  he  had  received 
a  letter  from  Mr.  Young  stating  that  he  had  arranged  with 
the  defendants  that  the  summons  should  be  withdrawn. 

A  Doctor's  Fatal  Dose. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Bembridge  on  Wednesday  on  the 
body  of  Synton  Michael  Honan,  a  medical  man,  aged  43, 
who  was  formerly  in  practice  at  Welshpool,  but  went  to  the 
Isle  of  Wight  from  Stockbridge,  Yorkshire,  in  November  last 
for  the  benefit  of  his  health.  On  Saturday,  at  deceased's 
request,  his  wife  gave  him  five  morphia  pills,  which  he  told 
her  were  very  weak.-  On  waking,  however,  next  morning,, 
she  found  him  dead.  Dr.  Pain  attributed  death  to  diabetic 
coma,  but  said  he  thought  if  a  medical  man  had  been  called 
in  it  would  have-  been  an  advantage.  The  jury  returned  a- 
verdict  in  accordance  with  the  medical  testimony. 


A  Dublin  Druggist  Charged  with.  Fraud. 
Mr.  Brownrigg,  who  during  the  past  twenty  years  has  been- 
proprietor  of  several  shops  in  various  parts  of  Dublin,  and 
has  more  than  once  figured  as  defendant  in  prosecutions- 
instigated  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  also  by  the- 
Incorporated  Law  Society  for  acting  as  a  solicitor,  was- 
charged  on  Saturday  with  having  by  false  pretences  obtained 
from  the  Yost  Typewriting  Company,  London,  a  typewriting- 
machine  valued  2R,  and  also  with  having  on  September  26; 
obtained  a  parcel  of  surgical  instruments  from  Mr.  J.  Halt- 
ridge,  and  two  cases  of  eggs  from  Messrs.  Wilson,  Moller  A: 
Co.,  Newoastle-on-Tyne.  Mr.  George  Kearney,  manager  of 
Messrs.  Johnston  &  Co.'s  premises  at  16  Lower  Ormond  Quay, 
said  he  let  two  rooms  to  defendant  and  another  person, 
named  Chapman  (also  in  custody)  as  offices  from  October  1 
last.    The  stated  they  wanted  the  nnms  for  showrooms- 
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From  time  to  time  parcels  were  delivered,  some  addressed 
"  Messrs.  Brownrigg  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists."  Some  other 
•evidence  was  offered  and  the  prisoners  were  remanded  for  a 
week,  bail  being  refused. 


A  Young  Smoker. 

'George  Dickie,  a  boy  of  14,  was  admonished  by  the  Aber- 
deen Sheriff  for  helping  himself  to  a  good  pipe  one  day  in 
-December,  when  he  was  visiting  Mr.  J.  C.  Henderson's 
•chemist's  shop  at  Fyvie.

'been  under  Mr.  Gerard  at  the  University  College  Hospital, 
London. 


"Young  Pharmacists  and  their  "Work." 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Dundee  Chemists'  Assistants'  and 
Apprentices'  Association  held  on  Thursday,  January  14,  in 
the  Rooms,  Commercial  Street,  an  address,  entitled  "  YouDg 
Pharmacists  and  their  Work,"  by  Mr.  Peter  MacEwan,  F.C.S., 
-London,  was  read,  in  the  absence  of  the  author,  by  Mr.  John 
H.  Thomson,  chemist,  Lochee,  honorary  vice-president  of  the 
Association. 

In  the  course  of  the  address,  the  author  set  before  his 
hearers  a  high  ideal  of  work  and  duty,  and  their  aims  and 
objects  and  possibilities  in  life.  After  defining  the  responsi- 
bilities resting  upon  them  as  pharmacists,  Mr.  MacEwan 
•indicated  three  chief  lines  of  duty — personal,  "  officinal,"  and 
social.  Referring  to  the  personal  in  the  work  of  young 
pharmacists,  he  said  there  was  a  degree  of  respectability 
-which  was  peculiar  to  the  profession— it  was  our  inheritance, 
not  our  creation.  He  strongly  advocated  in  this  connection 
habits  of  temperance.  In  a  long  experience  of  pharmacy,  he 
had  been  struck  with  the  fact  that  drink  has  a  peculiar  in- 
compatibility with  drugs— it  eats  up  the  inheritance  of 
•respectability.  Referring  to  the  "  officinal,"  the  author  meant, 
with  Professor  Attfield,  "that  which  pertains  to  the  shop." 
Much  valuable  advice  was  given,  well  calculated  to  assist 
students  in  their  difficulties,  and  to  encourage  them  in  the 
routine  work  of  the  shop.  E  rery  detail  had  a  purpose,  hence 
the  importance  of  doing  everything — every  little  thing — 
thoroughly  well.  Among  other  important  points  which  the 
author  wished  to  impress  were  punctuality,  order,  method, 
tact,  and  other  personal  qualifications.  Precision  in  pharmacy 
work  was  an  essential  feature  in  the  young  pharmacist's 
success  ;  and  several  striking  examples  were  given  to  show 
iow  the  position  of  pharmacy  generally  might  be  materially 
improved  by  attention  to  this  matter.  It  was  well,  too,  to  back 
np  precision  by  observation  and  notation.  After  referring 
briefly  to  the  specific  study  which  falls  to  the  lot  of  young 
pharmacists,  Mr.  MacEwan  went  on  to  consider  the  social 
position  of  the  pharmacist.  The  position  of  the  pharmacist 
in  society  was  not  very  clearly  defined,  and  this  was  a  great 
.grievance  to  many.  The  best  society,  however,  was  that 
•which  a  well-cultured  mind  creates  for  itself.  Finally,  Mr. 
'MacEwan  counselled  young  pharmacists  to  do  their  work  fairly 
and  squarely  as  between  themselves  and  their  fellow-men. 
"Be  ambitious  if  you  will,  and  strive  to  do  your  best  for  all 
pharmacy ;  but  keep  constantly  in  mind  the  fact  that  it  was 
by  every  man  sweeping  hia  own  door's  path  that  the  streets 
of  Jerusalem  were  kept  clean."  The  address  was  listened  to 
with  marked  attention,  and  at  the  close,  Mr.  Thomson  was 
awarded  an  enthusiastic  vote  of  thanks  for  the  admirable 
manner  in  which  he  had  read  it.  Several  of  the  members 
•having  expressed  their  personal  appreciation  of  the  address, 
the  President  proposed  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to 
-convey  the  best  thanks  of  the  Association  to  Mr.  MacEwan 
for  his  continued  interest  in  the  Association,  and  for  the 
trouble  he  had  taken  in  preparing  such  an  excellent  address. 


Drugs  in  Glasgow. 

The  Glasgow  inspectors  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
have  recently  been  purchasing  samples  of  borax,  citrate  of 
magnesia,  sal  volatile,  and  seidlitz  powders  with  a  view  to 
analysis.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Police  Commissioners, 
held  on  January  18,  the  Public  Analyst  reported  that  the  two 
samples  of  borax  which  he  tested  were  pure  and  genuine, 
each  containing  100  per  cent,  of  borax.  One  of  the  samples 
of  citrate  of  magnesia  he  found  to  contain  004-  per  cent.,  and 
another  -008  per  cent,  of  lead,  equivalent  to  -28  and  -56 
grain  per  lb.  of  the  respective  samples.  Regarding  one 
sample  of  sal  volatile  which  he  submitted  to  analysis,  he  re- 
ported as  follows  : — "Judged  by  the  standard  laid  down  in 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  this  sal  volatile  is  deficient  in 
strength  to  the  extent  of  36  per  cent,  or  thereby,  and  does 
not  answer  the  tests."  Another  sample  of  Eal  volatile  he, 
however,  found  to  be  genuine.  Of  seidlitz  powders  he  also 
analysed  two  samples,  and  reported  concerning  them  that 
in  one  case  "  the  portions  of  the  powders  in  the  white  papers 
contain  on  an  average  37  grains  of  tartaric  acid.  I  am  of 
opinion  that  this  powder  is  stronger  than  ordinary  seidlitz 
powders"  ;  and  in  the  other,  "  the  portions  of  the  powders  in 
the  white  papers  contain  on  an  average  66  grains  of  tartaric 
acid.  I  am  of  opinion  that  this  powder  is  fully  twice  as 
strong  as  ordinary  seidlitz  powders." 

Medicine  Dearer  than  Food. 

Eome  time  ago  the  Peterhead  Parochial  Board  had  under 
consideration  the  prices  charged  for  medicine  supplied  to  a 
female  pauper  by  the  doctor.  They  have  now  got  a  copy  of 
the  prescription  (the  medicine  costing  Is.  4i.  in  Fraserburgh), 
and  it  has  been  shown  to  the  four  local  chemists,  who  gave 
it  as  their  opinion  that  8d.  or  9*2.  would  have  been  a  fair 
charge.  The  inspector  for  the  parish  of  Tnllynessle  then 
comes  on  the  scene,  and  says  that  his  board  paid  to  Fraser- 
burgh for  medicine  to  same  prescription,  for  the  daughter  of 
a  woman  who  was  chargeable  to  Peterhead,  at  the  May  term 
11.  7s.  lid.,  which  they  considered  an  overcharge,  but  paid 
it ;  and  at  the  November  term  the  account  was  2,1.  lis.  2d. 
for  eight  weeks,  whilst  the  woman's  aliment  was  only  11.  for 
the  same  period.  This  they  considered  incongruous,  but, 
seeing  no  way  out  of  the  difficulty,  ordered  the  account  to  be 
paid.  Peterhead,  however,  remits  their  case  back  to  the 
Finance  Committee. 

Edinburgh  Infirmary. 

It  is  proposed  to  considerably  enlarge  this  institution,  at  a 
total  cost  of  73,5002.,  but  opinion  i3  somewhat  divided  on 
the  scheme  brought  forward  by  the  managers.  Whether  this 
is  agreed  to  or  hot,  an  enlargement  will  be  undertaken/as  the 
present  accommodation  is  much  too  limited.  The  infirmary 
expenditure  is  now  40,0002.  a  year,  but  ib  i3  expected  that 
another  12,0002.  will  be  added  by  the  alterations. 

Edinburgh  Medical  School. 

There  is  a  distinct  alarm  felt  in  Edinburgh  University 
circles  regarding  the  position  of  the  Medical  School.  In 
1870-71  there  were  only  678  matriculated  medical  students  at 
the  University ;  while  by  1880-81  the  number  had  grown  to 
1,603— an  increase  of  nearly  150  per  cenr.  in  ten  yearp,  but 
the  number  of  freshmen  joining  in  1888-89  was  590 ;  in 
1889-90,  506  ;  and  in  1890-91,  446.  This  gives  a  fall  of  about 
25  per  cent,  in  two  years — a  scale  which,  it  continued,  would 
extinguish  the  school  in  six  years  from  now. 

The  Two- days'  Minor. 

The  Minor  practical  examinations  began  in  Edinburgh  on 
Tuesday  and  the  theoretical  on  Thursday,  and  will  continue 
till  January  29  or  30.  There  are  sixty  candidates  for  the 
Minor,  and  one  for  the  Major.  Last  week  there  were  eighteen 
candidates  for  the  Preliminary  in  Edinburgh.  The  new 
arrangements  for  the  Minor  are  giving  the  Board  of 
Examiners  more  work  than  was  anticipated. 

Edinburgh  Chemists'  Ball. 
This  annual  dance  is  fixed  for  January  28,  and,  judging 
from  the  enthusiasm  which  has  been  evinced  by  the  members 
of  the  committee  in  making  the  arrangements,  it  promises  to 
be  as  successful  as  any  hitherto  held.  On  the  last  occasion  they 
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were  favoured  with  the  presence  of  the  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  he  being  then  on  his  Scotch  tour. 
So  pleased  was  he  with  the  gathering  that  he  promised  to 
repeat  his  visit  in  the  following  year.  Accordingly  the  com- 
mittee are  in  hope  that  he  will  again  favour  them  with  his 
presence.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  ball  committee  on 
Monday  evening,  under  the  presidency  of  the  convener,  Mr. 
D.  McLaren,  who,  it  may  be  stated,  has  just  recovered  from 
a  severe  illness.  The  number  of  tickets  sold,  it  was  reported, 
was  highly  satisfactory.  The  assembly  will  be  held  in  the 
Masonic  Hall.  Mr.  Dambmann's  band  will  supply  the  music. 
Messrs.  Brown  and  Butchart  are  to  be  M.C.'s. 

Tile  Sequah  Trade  mark. 

It  was  reported  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Decem- 
ber 12  that  Lord  Low,  in  the  Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh, 
gave  judgment  in  the  action  raised  by  Sequah  (Limited) 
against  a  Mr.  Max  Gregor,  Glasgow,  in  which  interdict  was 
asked  against  defender  from  using  their  trade-marks,  that 
his  Lordship  found  there  had  been  an  infringement  of  the 
tiade-mark  as  regarded  Sequah's  oil,  and  allowed  a  proof,  as 
regarded  the  Prairie  Flower,  showing  that  it  was  not  sold  as 
Sequah's.  Against  this  judgment  Mr.  Max  Gregor  at  once 
intimated  an  appeal.  Up  to  the  present  time  he  has  failed 
to  lodge  the  necessary  documents  with  the  Inner  House 
clerks ;  and  now,  we  understand,  Sequah's  Scotch  legal 
advisers  are  considering  whether  they  should  not  take  steps 
to  proceed  with  the  proof  as  to  the  Prairie-Flower  part  of  the 
case,  as  desired  by  Lord  Low,  and  thus  settle  the  point  in 
dispute  at  once  and  for  all. 

The  Eoyal  Funeral. 

There  was  a  service  at  St.  Giles's  Cathedral,  Edinburgh,  on 
Wednesday  afternoon,  in  connection  with  the  funeral  of  the 
Duke  of  Clarence  and  Avondale.  Mr.  J.  Laidlaw  Ewing 
(Chairman  of  the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch), 
Mr.  J.  B.  Stephenson  (Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Examiners), 
and  Mr.  Nesbit(Portobello),  represented  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  on  the  occasion. 

Festive. 

The  annual  social  gathering  of  Messrs.  T.  &  H.  Smith  & 
Co.'s  Edinburgh  employes,  was  held  on  Friday  last  in  the 
Oddfellows'  Hall.  The  proceedings  were  of  the  most 
enjoyable  character.  Dancing  was  indulged  in  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  W.  E.  Cunningham,  who  also  presided  at 
the  supper- table,  and  there  was  some  vocal  music  to  keep  up 
the  enthusiasm. 

A  Glasgow  M.P.  on  the  "Food  and  Drugs  Act." 

Dr.  Charles  Cameron,  one  of  the  parliamentary  representa- 
tives for  Glasgow,  speaking  at  a  Grocers' Federation  dinner 
in  Glasgow  on  Tuesday  night,  referred  to  the  administration 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  He  said  he  had  been  waited 
upon  recently  by  a  deputation  in  regard  to  a  grievance  con- 
nected with  that  Act.  Their  case  appeared  to  bim  to  be 
absolutely  impregnable.  If  he,  as  a  member  of  the  public, 
went  into  a  shop  and  demanded  an  article,  and  something 
was  given  to  him  which  was  not  pure  and  simple 
the  article  which  he  asked  for,  that  was  a  punish- 
able offence  if  it  could  be  brought  home  ;  but  if 
the  traders  went  to  a  wholesale  merchant  and  bought 
from  him  wholesale  some  commodity,  and  he  did  not  give 
them  what  they  had  demanded,  he  was  not  supposed  to  have 
given  them  the  warranty  which  they  were  presumed  to  have 
>;iven  the  public,  and  they  could  have  no  recourse  against 
him  unless  they  took  the  extraordinary  precaution  of  getting 
a  written  warranty.  It  appeared  to  him  the  clearest  possible 
thicg  that  what  was  just  in  the  dealings  between  the  Tetail 
trader  and  the  public  was  equally  just  in  the  dealings  between 
the  retail  trader  and  the  wholesale  dealer,  and  he  was  certain 
ihat  the  case  had  only  to  be  stated  in  that  manner  to 
Parliament  to  ensure  justice  being  done.

The  Incandescence  of  Platinum. — Professor  Guyon 
presented  to  the  Academy  of  Medicine  at  their  last  meeting: 
a  new  apparatus  for  producing  the  phenomenon  of  incan- 
descence of  platinum  in  presence  of  carburetted  vapours,  to 
which  he  gives  the  name  of  "  pyrophore-cautere,"  as  it 
differs  from  the  thermocauteries  already  used  by  surgeons 
for  this  purpose. 

An  Unwelcome  Bath.— Manganate  of  potash,  used  for 
dyeing  umbrella-handles  black,  was  the  cause  of  what  may 
be  fatal  injuries  to  a  young  apprentice  last  week  at  Pantin. 
He  had  some  trifliDg  quarrel  with  one  of  his  mates,  the  latter 
butted  him  in  the  fashion  supposed  10  be  popular  among  the 
Bretons,  and  he  fell  into  a  trough  of  manganate,  and  was 
so  severely  burned  that  he  lies  at  the  Lariboisiere  hospital  in 
a  precarious  state. 

The  "Beranger  Law,"  which  has  recently  come  into 
force,  gives  the  judge  the  power,  when  passing  sentence  for 
a  first  offence,  to  postpone  the  immediate  application  of  the 
punishment — in  fact,  to  order  the  prisoner  "  to  come  up  for 
judgment  when  called  upon  "  any  time  during  five  years. 
Two  women  in  the  grocery  business,  recently  condemned  to 
a  fine  by  the  justices  at  Bonneville  (Savoy)  for  illegal  prac- 
tice of  pharmacy,  have  had  their  sentence  deferred  in  this- 
manner.  It  is  pointed  out  that  this  Act  was  passed  simply 
with  the  beneficent  object  of  guarding  juvenile  offenders 
from  the  contaminating  influences  of  prison  life,  and  ought 
not  to  be  applied  in  cases  of  this  kind,  where  the  offence  is 
only  punishable  by  fine.  If  this  is  once  admitted,  it  is 
argued,  a  person  may  with  impunity  commit  this  offence 
against  the  pharmaceutical  profession,  knowing  that  each 
time  he  is  convicted  he  may  plead  that,  as  he  has  never  been 
imprisoned,  he  should  be  once  more  set  free  on  the  condi- 
tions referred  to. 

Alleged  Pharmaceutical  Poisonings.  —  M.  Leper- 
chery,  a  contractor,  died  the  other  morning  after  taking  a 
bottle  of  Koger's  lemonade,  prepared  by  M.  Triboulet,  a 
pharmacist's  assistant.  The  doctor  who  was  called  in  found 
in  the  dead  man's  throat  some  serious  burns,  which  seemed 
to  have  been  caused  by  taking  salts  of  sorrel  or  sulphate  of 
copper.  The  pharmacist  declares  that  he  had  not  these 
drugs  in  his  establish.:  ent.  and  that  he  is  sure  of  his  pre- 
paration having  been  accurately  put  up.  The  post-mortem 
examination  of  Dr.  Cern6  states  death  to  have  been  due  to 
drinking  a  corrosive  liquid,  and  a  judicial  examination  will 
prove  how  a  poison  came  to  be  mixed  with  the  medicament. 
— Another  poisoning  case  is  reported  from  St.  Etienne.  Some 
time  ago  a  Dr.  Brouardel  prescribed  a  potion  having  nitrate 
of  aconitine  for  its  base,  to  be  administered  to  a  female- 
patient,  who  died  two  hours  afterwards.  The  doctor  is 
about  to  be  prosecuted  for  homicide  by  imprudence,  it  being, 
stated  that  the  dose  of  nitrate  was  excessive. 

A  Practical  Joker  and  Matrimony.—  Mdme.  Torchon, 
who  is  the  wealthy  proprietor  of  a  number  of  pharmaceu- 
tical specialities  and  a  well-known  inhabitant  of  the  quarter 
of  St.  Germain-des-Pres,  has  been  the  victim  of  a  stupid 
practical  joke.  On  meeting  the  cure  of  her  parish  a  few 
daysago.be  warmly  congratulated  her  on  the  approaching 
marriage  of  her  son.  As  this  young  man  is  aged  only  17, 
still  at  college,  the  mother  expressed  surprise,  and  the 
reverend  gentleman  then  explained  that  a  well-dressed  in- 
dividual, adorned  with  the  rosette  of  the  Legion  of  Honour, 
had  called  at  the  cure's  vestry  and  announced  himself  as  the 
uncle  of  M.  Torchon,  junr.  The  names  of  the  young  man  and 
of  a  young  lady  residing  in  the  Rue  du  Temple  being  duly 
inscribed,  the  banns  had  been  published  in  the  church  of  St. 
Germain-des-Pr6s.  The  crowd  of  purveyors  of  all  kinds  of 
wedding  and  household  requisites  who  had  called  on 
Madame  Torchon  had  aroused  her  suspicions,  and,  after  her 
conversation  with  the  euro,  the  affair  was  taken  out  of  his 
hands  and  placed  in  those  of  the  police  commissary  of  the 
quarter. 
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Fkenoh  Military  Pharmacists. — New  regulations  have 
recently  been  issued  regarding  the  military  pharmacists  in 
this  country.  They  must  be  (1)  citizens  of  France;  (2) 
under  a  certain  age,  which  varies  from  twenty-three  to 
twenty-five ;  (3)  of  sound  health,  as  attested  by  a  medical 
certificate ;  and  (4)  have  performed  twelve  months'  military 
service.  The  examination  will  be  conducted  by  a  jury,  con- 
sisting of  an  in-pector  of  pharmacies  (as  president),  a 
chemistry  professor  from  the  School  of  Application  of  Mili- 
tary Pharmacy  and  Medicine,  and  a  principal  pharmacist  or 
pharmacist-major  of  the  Military  Government  of  Paris.  The 
candidates  must  enter  themselves  for  six  years'  service. 
Those  who  do  not  attain  the  rank  of  assistant-pharmacist, 
or  who  do  not  complete  their  six  years'  service,  must  refund 
the  cost  of  the  education  and  the  expenses  allowed  to  them 
while  studying.  They  can  pursue  their  studies  at  Bordeaux, 
Lille,  Lyons,  Montpellier,  Nancy,  and  Toulouse,  as  well  as 
at  Paris.  They  wear  no  uniform.  They  are  allowed  40Z.  per 
year  during  one,  two,  or  three  years.  The  pharmacists  of 
the  first  class  are  received  as  "stagers,"  and  instructed  in 
such  additional  branches  (pharmacy,  chemistry,  military 
law,  and  administration)  as  are  necessary,  receiving  mean- 
while pay  according  to  their  grade,  wearing  a  uniform,  and, 
if  they  pass  the  examinations,  are  nominated  assistant 
pharmacists  of  the  second  class. 

Artificial  Colouring  for  Real  Flowers.  —  The 
flower-sellers  of  the  Halles  Centrales  were  much  excited  last 
week  by  the  appearance  of  green  carnations  exposed  for  sale 
and  eagerly  bought,  the  novelties  fetching  in  some  cases 
Is.  8d.  apiece.  The  ubiquitous  Paris  policeman  was  on  the 
alert  for  a  swindle  of  some  kind,  and  some  of  the  extra- 
ordinary blossoms  were  handed  to  M.  Girard,  of  the  muni- 
cipal laboratory.  He  discovered  that  the  artificial  tint  bad 
been  produced  by  steeping  the  stems  of  freshly-cut  flowers 
in  a  chemical  colouring  matter,  which  mounted  the  stem  by 
capillary  attraction  and  was  oxidised  on  contact  with  the  air. 
The  flower  preserves  its  odour,  the  colouring  is  inoffensive, 
and  only  the  parts  exposed  to  the  air  are  thus  tinted.  It 
seems  that  one  day"  some  women  employed  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  artificial  flowers  poured  by  accident  in  a  pot  wherein 
stood  white  pinks  or  carnations  a  little  green  colour  they 
were  using,  and  noticing  that  the  flowers  turned  a  green 
shade,  thus  di-covered  the  process.  M.  Girard  has  followed 
up  the  experiences.  So  far  three  colours  only  have  been 
obtained — green,  violet,  violet  and  pink.  Green  is  produced 
by  a  bright-green  or  "  tetrae."  The  others — violet  by  methyl- 
violet  or  Paris  violet ;  pink  by  fuchsine  or  hydrochlorate  of 
rosaniline.  A  greenish-blue  has  likewise  been  attained  by 
the  use  of  "  tetrae."  The  Parisian  press  hints  that  the  tradi- 
tional hridal  orange-flowers  can  now  be  obtained  of  a  deli- 
cate violet,  suitable  for  ladies  enteringf or  a  second  time  into 
the  holy  state  of  matrimony. 


Female  Pharmacists  in  Belgium.— During  the  last 
ten  years  seventeen  women  have  passed  the  qualifying 
examination  at  the  University  of  Brussels  and  obtained  the 
licence  to  practise  as  pharmacists ;  sixteen  of  them  are  now 
actively  engaged  in  the  pursuit  of  that  profession. 

A  Bismahckian  Chemist. — Dr.  J.  F.  Holtz,  director  of 
Schering's  Chemische  Fabrik  in  Berlin,  and  president  of 
the  German  Society  for  Chemical  Industry,  is  one  of  the 
strongest  Bismarckians  in  Germany.  He  lives  in  a  magni- 
ficent villa  in  the  "  West-end,"  in  Berlin,  and  when  it  was 
thought  the  other  day  that  Prince  Bismarck  would  come  to 
Berlin  to  attend  the  Keichstag,  Dr.  Holtz  wrote  offering  to 
place  his  house  at  the  ex-Chancellor's  disposal.  The  Prince 
thanked  him  for  his  offer  in  a  cordial  letter. 

Trade  with  South  America.  —  A  recent  traveller 
through  Peru,  Ecuador,  and  Bolivia  writes  to  the  Bureau  of 
American  Republics  in  Washington  to  call  attention  to  the 
classes  of  goods  required  in  those  countries.  He  says: 
"  There  is  an  enormous  demand  for  aniline  dyes— there  is 
not  a  village  in  Peru  or  Bolivia  where  these  are  not  sought 
after.    In  the  mines  much  mercury  is  consumed,  chemicals 


used  in  the  laboratories  as  reagents,  and  test-tubes,  retorts, 
beakers  and  other  glass  material,  crucibles,  assaying-ovens, 
and  the  like." 

DR.  Koch  and  his  Staff. — Several  important  changes 
have  been  made  in  the  iiersonnel  of  the  Berlin  Institute  of 
Hygiene  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Professor  Koch,  with 
his  assistants,  Dr.  Pfeiffer,  physician  to  the  German  army 
staff,  Dr.  Behring,  Dr.  Frosch,  and  Dr.  Proskauer  have  been 
transferred  to  the  Institute  of  Infectious  Diseases.  Dr.  von 
Bsmaroh  has  been  appointed  professor  of  hygiene  at  Konips- 
berg,  and  only  Dr.  Werniche  remains  on  the  old  staff.  Dr. 
Max  Rubner,  formerly  professor  of  hygiene  at  Marburg, 
takes  Professor  Koch's  place. 

French  Chalk  Imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  in 
1891  have  very  largely  exceeded  those  of  previous  years. 
There  has  been  a  continually  increasing  consumption  of 
Freuch  chalk,  and  prices  during  the  past  year  have  not  only 
been  well  maintained,  but  close  with  higher  figures.  Certain 
mines  having  given  out,  the  production  from  these  quarters 
has  diminished,  and  with  a  certainty  of  a  further  increased 
consumption  not  only  in  the  United  Kingdom,  but  on  the 
Continent  and  in  America,  we  shall  certainly  see  a  very  much 
larger  demand  this  year,  and  probably  higher  figures. 

German  Manufacturers  and  the  Pharmacopoeia 
Commission.— rA  few  representative  members  of  the  whole- 
sale drug  trade  and  manufacturing  chemical  industry  are  to 
be  added  to  the  permanent  Official  Pharmacopoeia  commis- 
sion appointed  by  the  German  Government.  According  to 
the  PTia/rmaceutisohe  Zeitung  Dr.  Holtz  (Schering's  Chemische 
Fabrik),  Berlin,  and  Dr.  Lubold  (Gehe  &  Co.),  Dresden,  are  to 
be  included.  These  two  gentlemen,  with  Mr.  Merck,  of 
Darmsradt,  formed  part  of  the  poisons  regulation  commis- 
sion which  assembled  in  Berlin  in  October  last.  A  represen- 
tative of  veterinary  surgery  will  also  be  included. 

Mr.  Russel  Sage  and  the  Druggist. — A  New  York 
correspondent  of  the  Stock  Exchange  states  that  a  somewhat 
interesting  relic  of  the  explosion  in  the  office  of  Russel 
Sage  is  on  view  in  O'Connell's  chemist's  shop  on  Broadway, 
near  the  scene  of  the  explosion.  It  consists  of  $15  in  gold 
with  a  card  above  it  labelled,  "  Who  disputes  Sage's 
generosity  7 "  The  history  of  it,  which  excites  some  com- 
ment, is  that  after  the  explosion  Mr.  Sage  was  carried  to 
O'Connell's  shop,  and  doctored  and  bandaged  by  the  latter. 
When  the  multi-millionaire  was  convalescent,  he  sent  for 
O'Connell,  and  said  to  him,  "  I  feel  grateful  to  you  for  what 
you  did  for  me  after  the  explosion,  and  I  appreciate  your 
care ;  I  wish  you  would  accept  this  money."  Thereupon  he 
handed  O'Connell  the  $15  in  question,  a  gift  which  O'Con- 
nell, deeply  moved,  has  since  kept  in  his  window.  [How 
much  did  the  druggist  expect  ?  ] 

Russian  Pharmacists  and  the  Press. — According  to 
the  St.  Petersburg  correspondent  of  the  Vienna  Phwrmaceit- 
tischc  Post,  the  pharmacy  in  Russia  is  at  this  moment  the 
object  of  a  bitter  and  sustained  attack  in  the  daily  press  of 
the  country,  and  hardly  a  journal  can  be  taken  up  which 
does  not  contain  bitter,  and  mostly  undeserved,  reproaches 
against  the  pharmacists  for  their  rapacity  and  other  short- 
comings. The  calculation  of  the  exorbitant  profits  alleged 
to  be  made  by  pharmacists  is  a  favourite  weapon  in  the 
hands  of  the  accusers  of  the  craft.  One  writer  seeks  to 
demonstrate  that  on  the  sale  of  such  simple  articles  as  lime- 
water  the  pharmacist  takes  9,000  per  cent,  profit ;  another 
alleges  that  the  St.  Petersburg  chemists  are  in  the  habit  of 
reserving  all  their  inert  and  spoilt  drugs  for  dispensing 
prescriptions  marked  pro  pauj)cre,  for  which,  under  Russian 
law,  they  are  bound  to  charge  a  reduced  tariff.  The  object 
of  the  attack  upon  the  pharmaceutical  body  is  a  twofold  one. 
In  the  first  place,  it  is  thought  that  by  making  a  dead  set  at 
the  chemists,  the  Medical  Council,  which  is  known  to  be 
occupied  with  a  revision  of  the  official  maximum  scale  of 
charges  to  be  enacted  simultaneously  with  the  promulgation  of 
the  new  Ruwsian  Pharmacopoeia,  will  be  prevailed  upon  to  re- 
duce the  permissible  charges  to  the  lowest  possible  point ;  and, 
secondly,  the  continued  increase  of  the  non  Russian  element 
in  the  body  offers  a  welcome  target  to  the  Panslavist  writers. 
A  few  years  ago  there  were  only  three  native  Russians 
among  the  sixty  pharmacists  in  St.  Petersburg ;  now  there  is 
only  a  single  one. 
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Wa  take  the  following  extracts  from  the  newspapers  regard- 
ing the  progress  and  treatment  of  influenza.  The  notes  in 
the  latter  are  given  not  on  account  of  their  value,  but  a3 
indicating  probable  demand  for  the  remedies. 

Ichthyol  Cure. 

The  method  of  combating  influenza  largely  used  in  Ge 
many,  writes  a  correspondent  of  the  Star,  will  be  of  interest 
to  your  readers.  According  to  the  circular  which  I  enclose, 
the  inhalation  of  a  2-per-cent.  ichthyol  solution,  by 
means  of  a  steam-inhaler;  gave  excellent  results  in  eighty 
cases  of  true  influenza;  and  taken  in  doses  of  one  to  five 
2-grain  pills  twice  a  clay,  was  very  beneficial  in  those  cases 
in  which  the  patients  suffered  from  lack  of  appetite.  Thk 
course  of  the  disease  was  shortened,  and  the  after- weakness 
usually  observed  was  less  marked. 

The  Alkaline  Treatment. 

Dr.  John  Crerar,  of  Maryport,  states  he  has  discovered  a 
cure  for  influenza.  It  consists  in  the  administration  of 
large  and  frequently-repeated  doses  of  bicarbonate  of  potas- 
sium. It  has  been  tried  with  great  success  in  Maryport  and 
elsewhere.  Three  doses  spread  over  a  period  of  nine  hours 
are  generally  enough  to  destroy  the  disease,  and  no  bad 
consequences  appear  to  be  left  behind.  Local  and  other 
doctors  are  adopting  the  cure.  Dr.  Crerar  has  received 
letters  from  some  of  the  leading  medical  men  in  the  country 
bearing  testimony  to  the  value  of  the  remedy. — Daily 
Ghr  nicle. — [Teaspoonful  doses,  we  believe. — Ei>.] 

Salicylate  of  Qu'nine. 

Dr.  Saunders  suggested  salicylate  of  quinine  as  a  remedy 
in  the  Evening  News  and  P.st,  whereupon  F.  C.  Heron, 
Associate  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  10  Hatton  Garden, 
E.G.,  writes:  "I  wish  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  I 
have  at  all  times  given  the  preference  to  the  artificial  salt 
when  prescribed."  Dr.  Saunders  makes  a  point  of  the  salicy- 
late being  made  from  natural  salicylic  acid. 

A  City  Man's  Views. 

There  is  a  fortune  to  be  made  by  the  man  who  discovers  a 
genuine  icfluerza  specific.  There  is  no  lack  of  specific?  at 
the  present  time,  and  they  are  swallowed  by  a  confiding 
public  with  credulous  avidity,  and  the  result  is  that  they 
immediately  catch  the  prevailing  epidemic.  Quinine  is  a 
fruitful  source  of  trouble.  Some  ignorant  practitioner  or 
imaginative  amateur  invented  the  theory  when  the  influenza 
first  made  its  appearance  that  quinine  was  a  sovereign 
remedy.  The  consequence  was  that  susceptible  people  took 
doses  of  this  drug,  and  instead  of  keeping  themselves 
"  above  par  "  went  "  below  par,"  and  became  easy  victims  to 
the  Demon  Influerjzi.  This  is  practically  what  Dr.  Thomp- 
son in  his  lectures  at  Gresham  College  some  months  ago,  told 
his  hearers,  and  he  ought  to  be  an  authority  on  the  subject. 
A  regularity  of  habits  and  a  thorough  keeping-up  of  the 
syatem  appear  to  be  the  essential  precautions,  but  the  organs 
should  not  be  tased  by  a  pressure  of  quantities  of  either 
food  or  drink. — "  Dogberry  "  in  the  "  City  Press." 

Fateful  Figures. 

The  appearance  of  the  first  page  of  the  Times  on  Tuesday, 
say&  that  journal,  is  not  likely  to  be  forgotten.  It  contained 
159  announcements  of  death,  which  covered  a  column  and 
three-quarters— an  unprecedented  total,  and  quite  three 
times  the  average.  The  week's  return  from  the  Kegistrar- 
General's  office  tells  the  story  in  a  colder  but  not  less  alarming 
■way.  In  London,  while  the  deaths  from  influenza  in  the 
three  previous  weeks  had  been  respectively  19,  37,  and  95, 
last  week  they  reached  the  large  figure  of  271,  while  63  more 
deaths  were  put  down  to  the  secondary  results  of  the  same 
dinease.  The  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs 
were  1,248,  or  594  above  the  average,  and  the  total  deaths 
were  3  271,  or  1,193  above  the  average ;  while  the  births 
•were  2,680,  or  161  below  the  normal  figure.  Taking  the 
number  of  deaths  per  thousand,  we  find  that  in  London  in 
one  week  they  had  leapt  up  from  32  8  to  40,  in  Wolver- 
hampton from  35  to  481,  in  Liverpool  from  36  3  to  42,  in 


Brighton  from  37  2  to  51-5,  and  in  Portsmouth  from  36  to  the 
amazing  figure  of  67.  It  is  true  that  in  other  towns  the 
averages  are  very  mu  cb  less,  and  that  Leicester  escapes  with 
17-1  per  thousand,  Sheffield  (so  sorely  tried  in  the  first 
epidemic)  with  20-3,  Plymouth  with  219,  Bradford  with  15  7, 
Halifax  with  19-2,  and  Hudders  field  with  14  6.  It  is  curious 
also  to  note  that  Birmingham,  which  is  so  near  Wolver- 
hampton, has  only  a  death-rate  of  20.  iiut  overa  very  large 
portion  of  the  country,  as  over  vast  areas  scattered  all  over 
the  world,  the  disease  has  been,  and  is,  exercisiDg  its  devas- 
tations in  a  fashion  that  makes  it  clear  that,  were  it  not  for 
modern  nursing  and  the  habit  of  taking  care  of  itself  which 
mankind  is  at  last  beginning  to  adopt,  the  destruction  would 
be  equal  to  that  wrought  by  the  epidemics  of  the  Middle 
Ages. 

Eucalyptus  Preventive. 

In  the  offices  of  the  Royal  Insurance  Company,  Lombard  J 
Street,  only  a  young  messenger  id  away  through  the  influenr-a, ' 
and  this  comparative  immunity  from  a  disease  at  present  s:> 
general  is  thought  it  be  due,  in  a  great  measure,  to  blotting- 
paper  with  a  few  drops  of  eucalyptus  cil  on  it  'being  daily 
placed  about  the  various  departments.  This  idea  of  the 
efficacy  of  the  prtcaution  is  strengthened  by  the  fact  that, 
when  the  epidemic  was  raging  two  years  ago,  while  in  one 
department,  where  it  was  found  the  oil  had  not  been  used, 
four  or  five  out  of  about  twenty-five  clerks  were  attacked  by 
the  influenza,  in  the  other  departments,  where  there  were 
three  or  four  times  the  number,  hardly  a  single  clerk  was 
away  after  the  precaution  was  adopted.  No  doubt  this 
precaution  is  now  not  novel ;  still,  it  may  be  well  for  those 
who  do  not  know  of  it  to  try  its  efficiency. — A  Correspondt 
of  the  "  Times." 

The  Microbe. 

Dr.  R.  Pfeiffer's  description  of  the  micro- organism  which, 
he  sajs,  is  the  cause  of  influenza  has  now  been  published, 
and  his  observations  are  confirmed  by  two  independent  ob- 
servers, one  of  whom  found  the  bacillus  in  the  blood.  He  says 
.  that  in  all  the  cases  of  influenza  a  bacillus  of  a  definite  spe  :;es 
was  found  in  the  characteristic  purulent  bronchial  secretion. 
In  uncomplicated  cases  of  influenza  the  bacilli  were  four;! 
in  absolutely  pure  cultures,  and  mostly  in  immense  quantities. 
They  were  very  frequently  situated  in  the  protoplasm  of  the 
pus  corpuscles.  If  the  influenza  bad  attacked  persons  whose 
bronchial  tubes  were  already  otherwise  diseased,  other  micro- 
organisms besides  the  influenza  bacilli  were  found  in  the 
expectoration  in  variable  quantity.  The  bacilli  may  pene- 
trate from  the  bronchial  tubes  into  the  peribronchal  tissue, 
and  even  reach  the  surface  of  the  pleura,  where,  in  two  cases 
examined  post  mortem,  they  were  found  in  pure  cultures  in 
the  purulent  exudation.  The  bacilli  appear  as  very  tiny 
rodlets,  of  about  the  thickness  of  the  bacilli  of  mouse 
septicemia,  but  only  half  the  length  of  these.  One  often 
sees  three  or  four  bacilli  strung  together  in  the  form  of  a 
chain.  They  stain  with  some  difficulty  with  the  basic  aniline 
dyes.  Better  preparations  are  obtained  with  dilute  Ziel's 
solution  and  with  hot  Loeffler's  methylene  blue.  In  this  way 
it  can  be  seen,  almost  as  a  rule,  that  the  two  ends  of  the 
bacilli  take  the  stain  more  intensely,  so  that  forms  are  pro- 
duced which  can  only  with  great  difficulty  be  distinguished 
from  diplococci  or  streptococci.  Dr.  Pfeiffer  is  inclined  to 
believe  that  some  of  the  earlier  observers  also  saw  the 
bacilli,  but  that,  misled  by  their  peculiar  behaviour  with 
regard  to  staining  agents,  they  described  them  as  diplococci 
or  stieptococci. 

Cresolene  Vapour. 

Dr.  Mivart  (Nice),  writing  to  the  British  Medical  Jowrnai, 
says: — I  think  that  the  efficacy  of  carbolic  acid  and  such- 
like germicides  as  checks  to  the  spread  of  infection  in  in- 
fluenza may  be  more  readily  and  advantageously  tested  by 
vaporisation.  The  preparation  I  have  tried — but  in  presence 
of  only  a  limited  number  of  typical  cases — has  been  the 
"  cresolene  "  prepared  by  Messrs.  Allen  and  Hanburys,  who 
also  furnish  a  handy  little  spirit-lamp  and  dish  by  which  a 
small  quantity  of  the  liquid  maybe  slowly  vapoiised.  Of 
course  post  hoe  is  not  ergo  propter,  I  limit  myself  to  the 
statement  of  the  fact  that  in  these  instances  where  I 
thoroughly  fumigated  the  house  with  the  vapour  of  cresolene 
no  fresh  cases  occurred.  The  use  of  this  or  kindred  pre- 
parations might  be  worthy  of  trial,  and  it  would  be  inter esi- 
ing  to  hear  the  results. 
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NEUTRALITY. 


THIS  was  the  title  of  a  paper  read  by  Mr.  A.  H.  Allen, 
F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants' 
Association  last  week.  In  a  few  prefatory  remarks,  the 
author  alluded  to  the  unfortunate  position  in  which  he  found 
himself  placed,  owing  to  a  paper,  entitled  "  Alkalimetric 
"Indicators,"  being  recently  read  before  the  Midland  Counties 
Chemists'  Association  by  his  friend  Mr.  R.  A.  Cripps— a  paper 
which  seemed  to  cover  the  ground  he  himself  had  chosen. 
In  fact,  so  ably  had  Mr.  Cripps  handled  the  subject  that 
little  was  left  for  him  to  say.  Although  the  dictionaries 
defined  "  neutrality  "  as  a  "  state  of  indifference,"  he  pointed 
out  that  many  indicators  of  chemical  neutrality  were  partial, 
and  before  speaking  of  neutrality  proper,  he  called  attention 
to  a  body  which  he  termed 

HUDOBIUM  (Hd), 

a  substance  which  plays  the  part  of  a  basylous  radicle,  and 
exhibits  characters  which  justify  its  receiving  recognition  as 
•a  radicle,  replacing  metals  and  forming  salts,  as  ethyl  and 
ammonium  are  capable  of  doing.  Hudorium  is  a  monad. 
In  its  electro-chemical  character  it  approximates  to  zinc  and 
iron.  Hudorium  can  be  prepared  by  the  electrolysis  of  a 
dilute  solution  of  its  sulphate,  when  it  is  deposited  on  the 
cathode.  Hudorium  is  magnetic,  and  a  conductor  of  heat 
and  electricity.  When  solid  it  is  lighter  than  water,  and 
fuses  easily.  Like  the  light  metals,  it  is  unaffected  by 
^exposure  to  air,  even  in  the  presence  of  moisture.  Heated  in 
air  it  yielded  Hudorium  monoxide  (Hd20),  which  takes  the 
form  of  hexagonal  crystals.  It  melts  on  the  application  of 
.heat,  and  at  a  higher  temperature  i3  volatilised  unchanged, 
A  higher  oxide  (Hd.,0.,)  has  been  obtained,  but  it  is 
unstable.  . 

Hudoriuvi  chloride. — Hudorium  forms  but  one  chloride 
(HdCl)  which  has  the  property  of  combining  with  the  electro- 
negative chlorides  and  fluorides.  Hudorium-platino- chloride 
^Hd.jPlCJ,)  is  a  readily  soluble  salt. 

Several  Oxysalts  oE  hudorium  have  been  made,  resembling 
in  their  reactions  the  salts  of  the  heavy  metals,  e.g. : —

Hudorium  hydroxide  is  formed  by  adding  caustic  soda  to 
solution  of  hudorium  chloride.  It  acts  like  a  caustic  alkaii, 
separating  the  corresponding  compound  from  the  salts  of 
■some  heavy  metals,  e  g. : —   —  — -.  —

Hudorium  phosphates  analogous  to  the  phosphates  of 
sodium  have  been  obtained.  Hudorium  sulphate  forms 
crystals,  deliquescent  and  readily  soluble.  When  heated  it 
behaves  like  the  sulphates  of  the  heavy  metals,-  decomposing 
into  the  oxide  and  S03.  The  Anhydrosulphate  (Hd„S207) 
occurs  in  white  crystals.  Two  salts  of  hudorium  have  not 
yet  been  obtained — viz.,  the  arsenite  and  carbonate— but 
their  existence  is  inferred  from  such  salts  as  CuHdAs03  and 
KHdC03.  Nearly  all  the  salts  of  hudorium  are  soluble  in 
water,  the  least  soluble  being  the  borate,  benzoate,  and 
moly  bdate.  Nearly  all  can  be  recognised  by  their  actions  on 
■certain  organic  colouring-matters.  Since  the  characters  of 
hudorium  and  its  salts  are  analogous  to  those  of  the  common 
metals,  Mr.  Allen  assigned  to  it  a  position  amongst  the 
metallic  elements. 

Sold  ! 

Hudorium,  continued  Mr.  Allen,  is  no  other  than  a  synonym 
for  hydrogen,  and  there  is  no  substantial  reason  why  it 
should  not  be  accorded  a  place  which  we  should  willingly 
give  to  a  strange  element,  even  if  we  had  only  a  fraction  of 
the  above  evidence  of  its  metallic  characteristics.  The  sour 
tastes  of  the  salts  of  hydrogen  and  their  property  of  redden- 
ing litmus  were  characters  no  more  remarkable  than  the 
sweet  taste  of  lead  salts  or  the  tendency  of  silver  salts  to 
blacken  on  exposure  to  light.  Much  injury  has  been  done 
to  the  progress  of  chemical  science  by  so  long  regarding  the 
constitution  of  all  saline  compounds  as  being  connected 
with  their  action  on  litmus.   It  is  still  taught  that  the 


criterion  of  normal  constitution  is  neutrality  to  litmus — if 
the  litmus  be  reddened  the  salt  is  acid,  if  changed  to  blue 
the  salt  is  alkaline.  The  British  Pharmacopoeia  affords 
striking  examples  of  the  slavish  respect  in  which  litmus  is 
often  held.  A  neutral  and  an  alkaline  salt  are  mixed, 
and  the  result  is  acid  to  test-paper,  as  shown  by  the 
equation —

The  nitric  acid  being  quite  sufficient  to  account  for  the 
action.  Hence  the  necessity,  in  using  litmus,  to  thoroughly 
understand  how  to  interpret  the  indications.  Out  of  a  cer- 
tain groove  litmus  is  very  uncertain  :  many  of  the  salts  of  the 
alkali  metals  exhibit  an  alkaline  reaction,  whilst  those  of 
the  heavy  metals  redden  litmus ;  and  many  acids,  such  as 
boric  and  hydrocyanic,  only  feebly  effect  it.  For  the  weaker 
organic  acids,  such  as  citric  and  acetic,  it  is  not  a  desirable 
indicator,  yet  it  is  frequently  employed,  especially  in  the 
assay  of  lime  and  lemon  juice. 

Advantages  of  Litmus. 

Litmus  is  the  most  available  of  natural  colouring-matters, 
and,  in  many  instances,  is  the  best  indicator  of  neutrality 
that  can  be  used.  The  end- reaction  is  most  readily  observed 
(when  daylight  could  not  be  used)  by  employing  the  mono- 
chromatic light  of  an  incandescent  sodium  compound.  Mr. 
Allen  also  briefly  dwelt  on  the  properties  of  cochineal  and 
turmeric,  and  proceeded  to  speik  of 

Synthetic  Indicators. 
Organic  research,  he  said,  has  recently  afforded  a  number 
of  indicators  of  neutrality,  which,  in  some  cases,  replace 
litmus  with  advantage.  There  may  be  mentioned  methyl- 
orange,  phenol phthalein,  phenacetolin,  Congo- red,  alizarin, 
and  others.  Their  chief  recommendation  is  that  they  can- 
not be  employed  indiscriminately  as  substitutes  for  lit- 
mus— they  frequently  give  perfectly  sharp  end-reactions 
where  the  litmus  indications  are  very  indefinite.  They 
are  generally  of  an  acid  character,  and  owe  their  value  to 
the  fact  that  solutions  of  their  alkali-salts  have  a  colour' 
distinct  from  that  of  the  free  acid  or  hydrogen  salt.  In 
phenolphthalein  we  have  an  invaluable  colour-acid,  a  body 
the  solution  of  which  is  practically  colourless,  but  whose 
soluble  metallic  salts  yield  in  solution  a  brilliant  crimson 
colour.  By  means  of  this  indicator  and  caustic  alkali  the 
strengths  of  very  feeble  acids,  either  in  aqueous  or  alcoholic 
solutions,  can  readily  be  ascertained.  It  io  of  great  value 
for  the  estimation  of  acetic,  benzoic,  and  other  organic  acids, 
and  for  insoluble  fatty  acids,  such  as  oleic  and  stearic  (in 
the  latter  cases,  of  course,  using  alcoholic  solution). 
Phenolphthalein  is  also  available  for  titrating  feeble 
mineral  acids,  such  as  hydrocyanic,  carbonic,  and  arsenious 
acids,  noting  that  the  standard  alkali  must  be  caustic  and 
free  from  carbonate.  This  is  often  difficult  to  ensure,  and  it 
would  be  found  that  by  far  the  best  standard  alkaline  solu- 
tion for  use  with  phenolphthalein  is 

DBCINOBMAL  BABYTA-WATEB. 

The  substance  which  Mr.  Allen  recommended  for  setting  the 
standard  baryta  solution  is  crystalline  quadroxalate  of  potas- 
sium (KHCoOj,  H.0,0.,,  2H..O);  0  25  gramme  is  weighed  and 
dissolved  in  warm  water,  phenolphthalein  (1  —  500  S.V.T.) 
added,  and  the  baryta-water  run  in  till  the  pink  colour 
becomes  permanent ;  the  white  precipitate  of  barium  oxalate, 
which  subsequently  forms,  affords  a  delicate  background  for 
viewing  the  end-reaction. 

Phenolphthalein  can  be  Advantageously  Used 

to  determine  the  amount  of  acid  in  an  ethereal  solution — ■ 
e.g.,  of  benzoic  acid  in  a  sample  of  paregoric.  Take  20  c.c. 
of  paregoric,  make  alkaline  to  litmus,  evaporate  off  spirit, 
and  extract  camphor  and  oil  with  ether.  Benzoic  acid  is 
precipitated  from  the  aqueous  liquid  on  addition  of  hydro- 
chloric acid.  Dissolve  in  ether,  which  solution  wash  with 
water  till  the  washings  no  longer  redden  litmus,  and  place 
in  a  cylinder  with  5  c.c.  water  to  which  one  drop  of  phenol- 
ic N 

phthalein  solution  has  been  added.    On  running  in  ~  or  — 

caustic  soda  or  baryta,  and  agitating  between  each  addi- 
tion, the  amount  of  benzoio  acid  can  be  readily  and  accurately

determined,  the  mecouic  acid  from  the  opium  being  insuffi- 
cient to  interfere. 

Mr.  Allen  next  mentioned  an  application  of  this  benzoic- 
acid  process  in  the  estimation  of  aconite  alkaloids,  as  sug- 
gested by  him  at  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 
There  are  some  bodies  of  an  aoid  character  which  had  little 
action  on  phenolphthalein,  such  as  phenol  and  its  allies. 
The  behaviour  of  morphine  with  phenolpbdhalein  was 
especially  mentioned  because  at  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  at  Cardiff  Mr.  F.  W.  Short  stated  that  morphine 
reacted  as  an  acid  to  phenolphthalein.  He  (Mr.  Allen) 
wrote  Mr.  Short  as  to  the  source  of  his  information,  and  the 
reply  was,  "Icinnot  remember  where  I  saw  the  statement 
.  .  .  but  it  was  to  the  effect  that  it  might  be  made  use  of 
quantitatively,  as  the  red  colour  only  appeared  when  one 
molecular  weight  of  NaHO  had  been  added  for  each  molecular 
weight  of  the  morphine."  In  consequence  of  Mr.  Short's 
statement,  he  had  directly  experimented  between  morphine 
and  phenolphthalein,  and  in  all  cases  he  found  the  acidity  of 
the  former  to  the  latter  extremely  trifling.  The  statement 
that  morphine  reacts  quantitatively  as  an  acid  to  phenol- 
phthalein is,  therefore,  a  mistake,  and  probably  Mr.  Snort 
was  confusing  the  behaviour  of  the  two  with  that  of 

Poihbier's  Soluble  Blub. 
This  substance,  not  now  obtainable,  was  found,  a  few  years 
ago,  to  indicate  the  presence  of  the  very  weakest  acids. 
Morphine,  phenol  and  chloral  react  as  acids  to  Poirrier's  blue; 
resorcin  also  reacts  as  a  dibasic  acid.  It  is  of  interest  to 
note  that,  phenolphthalein  and  Poirrier's  blue,  which  might 
be  used  as  indicators  of  very  feeble  acids,  are  quite  insen- 
sible to  the  majority  of  the  alkaloids  and  organic  bases. 
Aniline  and  pyridine,  both  strong  bases,  are  insensitive  to 
phenolphthalein.  The  same  may  be  said  of  quinine,  strych- 
nine, and  aconitine.  Hence  the  salts  of  these  bases  such  as 
aniline  hydrochloride,  quinine  sulphate,  &c,  can  be  titrated 
with  caustic  alkali  and  phenolphthalein,  just  as  if  the 
respective  acids  are  in  the  uncombined  state — a  curious 
exception  to  this  general  behaviour  being  that  presented  by 
atropine  and  its  isomers,  which  in  the  free  state  strongly 
-  reddens  phenolphthalein.  Phenolphthalein  being  gradually 
decomposed  by  ammonia,  cannot  be  used  for  titrating  that 
base.  An  indicator  presenting  the  general  properties  of 
phenolphthalein  without  this  inconvenience  is  available. 
In 

Methyl- obang-e 

we  have  perhaps  the  best  indicator  for  weak  bases.  This 
colouriDg-matter  is  the  sulphonic  acid  of  dimethylamido- 
azobenzene.  Its  solution  has  a  yellow  colour,  but  the  free 
acid  is  red.  Hence  the  addition  of  ah  acid  sufficiently 
powerful  to  liberate  the  "  helianthic  acid"  from  its  salts 
results  in  change  of  colour  from  yellow  to  red.  The  free 
acid  of  methyl-orange  is  only  sparingly  soluble,  and  feeble 
acids,  like  carbonic  and  hydrocyanic,  are  unable  to  decompose 
its  salts,  acetic  and  oxalic  acids  only  imperfectly  so,  whilst 
with  sulphuric,  hydrochloric,  and  nitric  complete  decomposi- 
tion occurred.  With  phosphoric  acid  decomposition  ceased 
rigidly  with  the  formation  of  a  compound  analogous  to 
Na2HP04.  a  result  held  in  contrast  to  the  behaviour  of 
sodium  phosphates  with  phenolphthalein,  with  which  indi- 
cator Na2HPO,  is  neutral,  whilst  with  Poirrier's  soluble  blue 
the  compound  Na3P0,  is  indifferent. 

With  methyl-orange  as  an  indicator,  standard  acids  may 
be  set  with  sodium  carbonate  or  borax,  and  the  "  temporary 
hardness "  of  water  and  the  "  total  alkali "  of  soda-ash  may 
be  quickly  determined.  Also  the  alkaloids  and  organic  bases 
may  be  titrated  with  methyl-orange  and  standard  mineral 
acid  with  great  facility.  There  are  two  kinds  of  methyl- 
orange  in  commerce— good  and  bad.  The  colouring-matter 
known  as  Orange  II.,  or  beta-naphthol  orange,  behaves  in  a 
manner  exactly  opposite  to  methyl-orange,  the  characters  of 
.  which  are  already  given. ,  Dimethylazobemine,  the  colouring- 
matter  of  which  methyl-orange  is  the  sodium  sulphonate, 
has  also  been  recommended  as  an  indicator.  .  Its  Dehaviour 
is  similar  to  that  of  methyl-orange.  Congo-red,  an  indi- 
cator of  the  same  class,  is  inferior  to  methyl-orange.  The 
employment  of  iodeotine  as  an  indicator  by  Mylius  and 
Foester  was  briefly  referred  to. 

By  way  of  explaining  the  different  behaviours  of  various 
indicators,  it  had  been  pointed  out  that  an  acid  which  could 
be  titrated  accurately  with  methyl- orange  is  one  the  heat- 


formation  of  the  solid  potassium-salt  of  which  exceeded 
10-2  calories.  Phenolphthalein  enables  us  to  titrate  an 
acid  the  heat-formation  of  the  potassium  salt  of  which 
exceeded  6  to  7  calories.  With  Poirrier's  soluble  blue  still 
feebler  acids  could  be  titrated. 

Thomson's  Tables. 
Mr.  Thomson,  of  Glasgow,  has  arranged  neutrality  in- 
dicators in  three  groups,  to  which  Poirrier's  blue  forms  a 
fourth.

Mr.  Allen  next  referred  to  the  table  drawn  up  by  Mr. 
Thomson  (Joum.  Sue.  Ghem.  2nd.  vi.  198),  showing  the 
basisity  of  acids  with  different  indicators  when  titrated  in 
aqueous  solution  with  rixed  caustic  alkali.  He  further  pointed 
out  how,  by  the  combined  use  of  two  indicators,  valuable 
volumetric  determinations  could  be  effected. 

Alkaloids. 

The  behaviour  of  the  alkaloids  and  organic  bases  with 
indicators  have  been  imperfectly  studied.  It  is  stated  in 
text-books  that  certain  alkaloids  are  alkaline,  but  it  is  only 
recently  that  their  estimation  by  titration  has  been  attempted. 
When  this  is  desired,  the  best  indicator  is  methyl-orange, 
by  which  a  sharp  end-reaction  can  be  obtained.  The  best 
method  of  procedure  is  to  dissolve  the  alkaloid  in  ether,  chloro- 
form, or  other  immiscible  solvent.  Next  place  the  solution  in  a 
stoppered  cylinder  with  water  coloured  with  methyl-orange. 
On  running  in  the  standard  acid  with  constant  agitation  the- 
end-reaction  is  readily  observed,  the  red  colour  presenting  a 
marked  contrast  to  the  colouring- matter  of  the  immiscible 
layer.  The  following  table  contains  all  the  available  informa- 
tion on  the  subject  of  titration  of  alkiloids,  speculative 
statements  being  omitted.  In  the  column  headed  "  methyl- 
orange"  the  word  "alkaline"  is  printed  in  italics  where 
accurate  titrations  can  be  made : —

The  Discussion 

on  the  paper  resolved  itself  into  compliments  from 
Messrs.  Williams  (President),  Ellwood,  McFall,  and  Robins. 
In  his  reply  Mr.  Allen  said  that  though  methyl-orange  is 
one  of  the  best  of  indicators  commercial  samples  fre- 
quently show  different  characters.  Mr.  Hodgkin  had  fountl 
methyl- orange  that  could  be  split  up  by  means  of  alcohol 
into  two  different  bodies.  As  an  example  of  a  liquid  having 
a  double  reaction,  Mr.  Allen  mentioned  saliva,  which  is 
neutral  to  litmus,  acid  to  phenolphthalein  and  alkaline  to 
methyl-orange,  showing  that  the  saliva  contains  a  weak  acid. 
In  reply  to  the  President  he  was  glad  to  inform  them  that  a 
new  edition  of  his  work  on  "  Commercial  Organic  Analysis  " 
was  just  ready  for  the  press. 
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NOTES  ON  URINE-TESTING. 


THIS  was  the  subject  of  a  lecture  by  Mr.  Louis  Siebold, 
F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  delivered  to  the  Manchester  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association  last  week. 

Mr.  Siebold  said  that  the  subject  was  such  a  large  one 
that  all  he  could  attempt,  on  an  occasion  like  the  present 
was  to  give  a  few  fragmentary  notes  respecting  the  detec- 
tion of  some  of  the  more  important  abnormal  constituents 
of  urine,  and  to  deal  with  the  errors,  misconceptions,  and 
misunderstandings  in  connection  with  this  subject  to  which 
those  not  sufficiently  experienced  were  occasionally  liable. 
He  confined  his  observations  to  the  testing  for  albumen,  sugar, 
bile,  and  blood. 

Albumen. 

The  detection  of  large  quantities  of  this  substance  was 
■under  all  circumstances,  he  said,  an  easy  task  requiring  but 
little  experience.  But  the  case  was  different  when  very 
small  proportions  or  mere  traces  of  this  constituent,  such  as 
occurred  in  the  earlier  stages  of  albuminuria,  had  to  be 
sought  for.  In  such  cases  it  was  not  uncommon  that  the 
albumen  was  overlooked,  while  in  others  it  was  occasionally 
discovered  without  being  actually  present.  He  would  in  the 
first  place  direct  the  attention  of  his  hearers  to  the  mistake 
not'  unfrequently  committed  of  submitting  to  the  test 
samples  of  urine  collected  first  thing  in  the  morning.  It  was 
precisely  this  portion  of  a  patient's  urine  which  in  incipient 
cases  of  chronic  albuminuria,  or  of  Bright's  disease,  was 
occasionally  quite  free  from  albumen,  though  portions  col- 
lected at  any  other  part  of  the  day  might  all  contain  appre- 
ciable quantities  of  it.  This  circumstance  was  known  long 
ago,  but  that  it  was  not  as  generally  known  as  it  deserved 
to  be  might  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  many  medical 
practitioners  were  still  in  the  habit  of  asking  their  patients 
specially  for  samples  of  morning  urine,  and  that  but  quite 
recently  a  letter  appeared  in  one  of  the  leading  medical 
journals  calliDg  attention  to  the  injudiciousness  of  this 
habit.  It  would  be  obvious  that  under  such  circumstances 
the  existence  of  albuminuria  might  be  overlooked.  Another 
cause  of  occasional  failures  to  detect  the  presence  of 
albumen,  was  the  fact  that  after  the  medicinal  administra- 
tion of  acids  the  urine  failed  to  respond  to  some  of  the  tests 
most  commonly  employed  for  the  detection  of  this  sub- 
stance. He  had  fully  dealt  with  this  point  years  ago  in  a 
paper  read  before  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
("  Year  Book  of  Pharmacy,"  1873),  and  had  there  described 
the  course  to  be  adopted  for  the  certain  detection  of 
albumen  under  such  circumstances.  He  found,  however, 
that  even  now  this  disturbing  effect  of  mineral  acids,  par- 
ticularly on  the  heat- test,  was  unknown  to  many  practitioners. 
He  felt  inclined  to  regard  the  apparent  diminution  or  disap- 
pearance of  albumen  in  urine  after  the  administration  of  such 
acids  as  the  cause  of  the  erroneous  notion  once  prevailing 
that  these  acids  afforded  valuable  remedies  in  the  treatment 
of  albuminuria. 

Referring  next  to  the  various  tests  for  albumen,  Mr. 
Siebold  said  that,  notwithstanding  the  recent  introduction 
of  new  and  very  delicate  processes,  the  older  tests — viz.,  the 
nitric-acid  test,  the  heat-test,  and  <he  reaction  with  potas- 
sium ferrocyanide  in  the  presence  of  acetic  acid — still  main- 
tained their  popularity.  Of  these  the  nitric-acid  test, 
though  it  would  always  be'  esteemed  as  an  exceedingly 
handy  one,  was  undoubtedly  the  least  delicate  of  the  three. 
He  desired  to  point  out  that  in  every  case  in  which  this 
test  appeared  to  indicate  albumen,  while  the  two  other  tests 
named  gave  negative  results,  the  indications  of  the  nitric- 
acid  test  should  be  regarded  with  distrust.  He  also  wished 
to  call  attention  to  a  recent  observation  by  Dr.  R.  Stockman 
that  urine  excreted  after  the  administration  of  medicinal 
balsams  showed  a  similar  behaviour  with  nitric  acid  as 
albuminous  urine.  The  resinous  precipitate  obtained  under 
these  conditions  was  found  to  differ  from  albumen  by  being 
soluble  both  in  alcohol  and  in  an  excess  of  nitric  acid. 
With  regard  to  the  heat-test,  which  in  experienced  hands 
was  always  a  very  safe  and  delicate  one,  he  alluded  to  a 
source  of  error  occasionally  brought  about  by  the  precipita- 
tion of  mucus,  and  in  rarer  cases  of  medicinal  resins,  &c,  on 
acidifying  the  urine  to  be  tested  previous  to  boiling.  Any  pre- 
cipitate thus  formed  should  be  first  removed  by  filtration. 


The  quantity  of  dilute  acetic  acid  used  for  slight  acidification 
should  be  restricted  to  the  very  smallest  proportion  necessary 
to  attain  the  end  in  view,  and  in  the  case  of  urines  already  acid 
it  should  not  exceed  one  drop,  since  even  a  very  small  excess  of 
acid  diminished  the  delicacy  of  the  test.  The  acid  urine, 
perfectly  clear  or  filtered,  should  be  placed  in  two  equal  test- 
tubes,  and  after  boiling  the  contents  of  one  of  them  for 
about  a  minute,  and  subsequently  adding  a  few  more  drops 
of  acetic  acid  to  redissolve  any  phosphates  in  case  a  precipi- 
tate was  produced  on  boiling,  the  two  tubes  should  be  com- 
pared in  a  suitable  light,  when  the  slightest  cloudiness  due 
to  albumen  would  easily  show  by  contrast  with  the  clear 
unboiled  liquid.  In  the  case  of  a  patient  taking  minfral 
acids  the  urine  should  first  be  rendered  slightly  alkaline 
with  a  weak  solution  of  sodium  hydrate,  then  filtered,  re- 
acidified  with  the  smallest  requisite  proportion  of  dilute 
acetic  acid,  again  filtered  if  necessary,  and  then  placed  in 
the  two  tubes  and  treated  as  before.  With  these  precautions 
the  heat-test  was  always  a  thoroughly  satisfactory  one,  both 
as  regards  trustworthiness  and  delicacy.  It  was  exceeded 
in  delicacy,  however,  by  the  reaction  with  potassium  ftrro- 
cyanide  and  acetic  acid,  likewise  a  very  excc-llent  test,  which 
might  advantageously  be  performed  in  addition  to  either  of 
the  foregoing  tests  in  order  to  exclude  every  possibility  of 
doubt.  In  this  case  the  urine  should  be  mixed  with  an 
excess  of  acetic  acid,  and  then  with  a  few  crops  of  ferro- 
cyanide. and  the  albumen  recognised  by  the  formation  of  a 
precipitate  or  turbidity.  Should  the  mixture  of  urine  and 
acetic  acid  not  be  perfectly  clear  it  ought  to  be  filtered. 
For  the  detection  of  very  minute  traces  of  albumen  the  per- 
fectly clear  mixture  should  be  divided  into  two  parts  for 
comparison,  and  the  ferrocyanide  added  to  one  of  these  only. 
Mr.  Siebold  denied  the  accuracy  of  the  statement  recently 
published  in  the  Pharmaceutische  Ceniralhalle  to  the  effect 
that  the  application  of  potassium  sulphocyantde  in  place  of 
the  ferrocyanide  constituted  a  still  more  delicate  test. 

Alluding  next  to  the  more  modern  tests  for  albumen,  the 
lecturer  said  that  he  could  confirm  all  that  had  been  stated 
respecting  the  extreme  delicacy  of  the  reactions  with  picric 
acid  and  with  potassio- mercuric  iodide.  Wit.h  regard  to  the 
former  it  had  been '  asserted  that  picric  acid  also  formed 
precipitates  in  perfectly  normal  urine,  and  this  was  quite 
true ;  but  he  did  not  consider  this  fact  as  at  all  interfering 
with  the  value  of  this  acid  as  a  test  for  albumen,  since  the 
precipitation  of  albumen  occurred  immediately,  while  that 
of  uric  acid  or  of  creatinine  picrate  only  took  place  aEter 
prolonged  standing.  The  creatinine  precipitate,  moreover, 
was  soluble  on  the  application  of  heat.  The  test  with 
potassio-mercuric  iodide  required  the  previous  addition  to 
the  urine  of  a  fair  proportion  of  acetic  acid,  and  the  removal 
by  filtration  of  any  turbidity  thus  produced.  In  this  case,, 
too,  it  was  necessary  to  show  that  the  precipitate  produced 
by  the  reagent,  (potassio-mercuric  iodide)  was  not  dissolved 
on  heating.  Quite  recently  a  new  test  had  been  introduced 
by  A.  Jolles,  consisting  in  the  mixing  of  the  urine  to  be 
tested  with  an  equal  volume  of  strong  hydrochloric  acid  and 
placing  a  few  drops  of  saturated  solution  of  bleaching- 
powder  on  the  surface  of  the  mixture,  whereupon  a  white 
turbidity  was  produced  at  the  point  of  contact.  The 
reaction  was  characteristic,  but  not  very  delicate.  Arrang- 
ing the  various  tests  for  albumen  in  their  order  of  delicacy, 
picric  acid  and  potassio-mercuric  iodide  would  occupy  the 
foremost  position ;  next  in  order  came  the  test  with  ferro- 
cyanide, then  the  heat  test,  after  this  the  cold  nitric-acid 
test,  and  finally  the  reaction  with  bleaching-powder. 

Stjqab. 

The  lecturer  stated  that  of  the  various  tests  for  sugar 
based  on  the  reduction  of  metallic  oxides  he  preferred  the 
one  with  freshly- made  Febling's  solution  applied  in  the 
manner  described  by  him  in  the  "Year-Book  of  Pharmacy  "  for 
1873.  The  test  thus  performed  was  thoroughly  satisfactory, 
and  enabled  any  careful  and  experienced  manipulator  to 
detect  as  little  a*  ^  per  cent,  of  sugar,  which  he  thought 
was  sufficiently  delicate  for  all  practical  purposes.  The  fer- 
mentation with  yeast  also  constituted  a  valuable  and 
thoroughly  practical  lest.  The  formation  of  a  yellow  crystal- 
line compound  with  phenylhydrazine  afforded,  another 
good  and  delicate  test  for  the  detection  of  sugar.  The  most 
sensitive  of  all  sugar-reactions  were  undoubtedly  those 
described  by  Molish  ("  Year-Book  of  Pharmacy,"  1887,  p.  108), 
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consisting  in  the  production  of  characteristic  colorations 
with  alpha-naphthol  and  thymol  in  the  presence  of  sulphuric 
acid.  The  fact  that  these  two  tests  gave  distinct  indications 
also  with  healthy  urine,  even  when  diluted  with  many  times 
its  volume  of  water,  had  been  put  forward  as  a  definite  proof 
of  the  presence  of  traces  of  sugar  as  a  normal  constituent  of 
urine ;  but  this  was  a  conclusion  the  correctness  of  which 
Mr.  Siebold  could  not  admit.  If  healthy  urine  were 
evaporated  to  dryness,  the  residue  extracted  with  alcohol, 
the  filtered  liquid  mixed  with  an  alcoholic  solution  of  potash, 
the  deposit  formed  in  this  mixture  after  prolonged  standing 
dissolved  in  water,  this  solution  treated  with  an  excess  of 
acetate  of  lead,  the  filtered  liquid  freed  from  lead  by  sul- 
phuretted hydrogen,  and  the  excess  of  the  latter  expelled,- 
the  resulting  liquid  failed  to  give  any  indication  of  sugar, 
while  saccharine  urine  similarly  treated  always  gave  a  posi- 
tive result.  From  this  he  concluded  that  Molish's  tests  were 
not  entirely  unaffected  by  urine  constituents  other  than 
sugar.  In  his  opinion  the  normal  occurrence  of  sugar  in 
healthy  urine  still  remained  unproved.  Before  quitting  this 
part  of  the  subject,  he  called  attention  to  the  recent  dis- 
covery in  blood,  and  more  especially  in  the  chyle,  of  a 
glycolitic  ferment  possessing  the  power  of  destroying  glucose, 
and  to  the  observation  that  this  ferment  disappeared  in  the 
blood  of  patients  suffering  from  diabetes. 

Bile. 

The  usual  mode  of  detecting  bile-pigments  in  urine  de- 
fended on  the  play  of  colours  produced  on  the  addition  to 
the  urine  of  nitric  acid  containing  nitrous  acid.  It  is  un- 
satisfactory. Mr.  Siebold  stroDgly  recommended  Rosenbach's 
modification  of  the  test,  which  is  as  follows: — Urine  con- 
taining bile,  when  passed  through  white  filtering-paper, 
imparts  a  yellow  or  brown  colour  to  the  paper.  On  allowing 
•one  drop  of  strong  nitric  acid  to  run  down  the  side  of  the 
moist  filter,  it  leaves  a  yellow  streak,  soon  changing  to  orange, 
with  a  violet  border,  on  the  outside  of  which  blue  and 
emerald-green  zones  may  be  observed. 

Blood. 

The  presence  of  blood-corpuscles  in  urine  is  so  easily 
detected  with  the  aid  of  the  microscope  that  he  thought  it 
unnecessary  to  dwell  on  this  point.  As  a  chemical  test  for 
the  detection  of  blood  he  recommended  that  described  by 
Luchini,  according  to  which  the  urine  under  examination  is 
shaken  with  chloroform  and  about  one  drop  of  acetic  acid, 
and  the  presence  of  blood  deduced  from  the  colour  imparted 
to  the  chloroform.  As  a  confirmatory  test,  the  urine  might 
be  precipitated  by  means  of  tannin,  the  precipitate  collected, 
washed,  dried  and  incinerated,  and  the  ash  tested  for  iron. 
These  chemical  tests  would  also  succeed  in  cases  where  the 
microscope  failed— viz.,  in  all  those  instances  in  which  the 
urine  contained  only  dissolved  blood  and  no  corpuscles. 

The  lecturer  concluded  with  a  brief  reference  to  quantita- 
tive urinary  analysis,  insisting  that  for  the  purposes  of  sach 
analyses  specimens  of  entire  urine  collected  in  twenty-four 
hours  ought  to  be  submitted  to  analysis,  and  not  merely 
specimens  collected  singly  during  the  day.  He  reiterated  the 
reasons  for  the  adoption  of  this  course,  showing  that  quantita- 
tive analysis  of  samples  of  urine  not  representative  of  the 
whole  day's  discharge  were  in  a  majority  of  cases  of  but  little 
practical  value.  In  spite  of  all  that  had  been  said  and 
•written  on  the  subject  at  various  times,  this  fact  was  still 
very  commonly  overlooked. 

In  answer  to  observations  by  Mr.  J.  Spilsbury,  Mr.  Siebold 
said  that  with  regard  to  the  heat  test  for  albumen,  he  could 
not  admit  that  the  addition  of  nitric  acid  to  the  boiled  urine 
was  preferable  to  that  of  acetic  acid.  -  His  own  experience 
went  entirely  the  other  way.  As  to  quantitative  analysis  of 
nrine  his  only  reason  for  saying  so  little  on  that  was  that 
there  was  absolutely  no  time  on  an  occasion  like  the  present 
to  deal  with  more  than  very  small  and  fragmentary  portions 
of  so  large  a  subject  as  that  of  urine-testing. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Wm.  Stones,  seconded  by  Mr.  Wm, 
Kirkby,  Mr.  Siebold  was  heartily  thanked  for  his  address.

The  Pharmacy  Act.— Sale  of  Weed- Killers. 

At  the  Barnstaple  County  Court,  on  January  12,  before  Judge 
Paterson,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  sued  Mr.  E.  J.  Butt, 
seedsman  and  florist,  for  four  penalties  of  51.  for  having,  on 
four  different  occasions — namely,  on  October  27,  November  4, 
November  13,  and  November  21,  1891 — sold  a  preparation 
known  as  weed-destroyer,  which  was  a  preparation  of  arsenic. 

Mr.  W.  Flux,  of  London,  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and 
Mr.  A.  F.  Seldon,  of  Barnstaple,  for  the  defendant. 

Mr.  Flux  explained  the  statute,  and  said  the  defendant  had 
sold  enough  arsenic  to  poison  everybody  in  Barnstaple,  and 
he  had  done  so  persistently.  He  quoted  the  judgment  of 
Mr.  Justice  Hawkins  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v. 
Wheeldon  as  a  convenient  statement  of  the  law  ;  and  as  in 
that  case,  as  also  here,  the  poison  sold  was  a  compound  con- 
taining the  scheduled  poison.  The  arsenic  was  not  less 
arsenic  because  it  was  sold  under  the  name  of  weed-killer. 
Mr.  Flux  then  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Seldon  admitting  that 
the  cases  purchased  contained  arsenic  in  large  proportion. 

Head-Constable  Longhurst  said  he  purchased  a  gallon  drum 
of  weed-killer  at  Mr.  Butt's  shop  on  October  27  for  3s.  He 
told  Mr.  Butt  that  he  was  purchasing  the  article  on  behalf 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  expected  that  it  would 
be  analysed.  Defendant  informed  him  that  he  had  been  in 
communication  with  the  manufacturers  respecting  the 
article,  and  he  understood  that  he  had  a  perfect  right  to  sell 
the  preparation. 

His  Honour  asked  Mr.  Flux  if  one  penalty  would  be  suffi- 
cient. 

Mr.  Flux  said  the  defendant  had  invited  a  number  of 
penalties.  This  was  not  a  test-case.  It  was  a  deBance  of 
settled  law.  The  Council  had  cautioned  the  defendant  and 
the  makers  in  Scotland  as  far  back  as  last  June.  No  doubt 
the  firm  at  Glasgow  had  pecuniarily  indemnified  the  defen- 
dant. 

Mr.  Seldon  asked  for  proof  of  authority  to  the  Registrar  to 
take  this  action. 

His  Honour  said  Mr.  Seldon  had  a  right  to  take  this  ob- 
jection, but  he  did  not  think  it  wise,  as  he  was  trying  to 
reduce  the  number  of  penalties. 

Mr.  Seldon  said  he  had  an  object  in  raising  this  objection. 
There  were  members  of  the  Council  who  offended  against  the 
Pharmacy  Act  every  day. 

Mr.  Flux  absolutely  denied  this.  It  was  an  improper 
observation  for  a  professional  man  to  make.  It  could  not  be 
justified. 

Mr.  Seldon  said  he  could  prove  it. 

Mr.  Flux  then  called  Mr.  Harry  Moon,  an  assistant  in  the 
Registrar's  office,  who  produced  a  document  under  the  seal  of 
the  Society  appointing  Mr.  R.  Bremridge  registrar  under  the 
Act. 

Mr.  Seldon  said  this  was  a  general  authority  dated  1884. 
He  contended  that  there  must  be  special  authority. 

The  witness  then  said  there  was  a  special  minute  author- 
ising prosecution  in  this  case. 
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His  Honour  said  he  must  see  that  minute  before  deciding 
the  case. 

Mr.  Seldon  then  contended  that  the  Pharmacy  Acts  of 
1852  and  1858  were  passed  to  provide  for  the  qualification  of 
chemists  and  druggists.  He  quoted  in  support  of  this  the 
preambles  of  both  Acts.  It  was  not  intended  to  apply  to  the 
selling  of  such  an  article  as  tbis  weed-killer.  What  neces- 
sity was  there  for  a  person  to  possess  a  knowledge  of 
chemistry,  Latin,  and  materia  medica  to  qualify  him  to  sell  a 
drum  of  weed-killer  ?  He  also  contended  that  this  weed- 
killer was  not  a  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 
Arsenic  ho  said,  used  with  other  things,  as  this  weed-killer 
is  is  not  arsenic  as  defined  by  the  Act.  He  pointed  out 
that  in  the  case  of  vermin-killer,  there  was  an  addition  to 
the  schedule,  bringing  into  it every  compound  containing 
any  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  when 
prepared  or  sold  for  the  destruction  of  vermin."  If  the  Act 
applied  to  anything  further  than  poisons  pure  and  simple, 
where  was  the  necessity  of  making  such  an  addition  as  that  ? 
Mr.  Seldon  also  quoted  from  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice 
Lush,  who,  in  the  case  of  Berry  v.  Henderson,  had  said, 
"I  observe  that  the  schedule  seems  to  treat  all  poisons  as 
sold  in  their  simple  state,  or  in  some  form  of  preparation 
alone,  and  it  does  not  appear  to  contemplate  any  of  them 
being  mixed  up  with  any  other  ingredients  ;  it  applies  to  them 
pure  and  simple." 

Mr.  Flux  said  that  case  went  for  nothing,  as  it  was  under 
the  17th  section,  and  he  was  not  charging  the  offence  under 
that  section. 

His  Honour  said  it  was  a  dictum  which  he  must  con- 
sider. 

Mr.  Seldon  said  the  defendants  had  also  had  the  opinion  of 
Mr.  Moulton,  Q.O.    This  opinion  was  as  follows : — 

The  questions  raised  in  this  case  are  of  very  great  importance,  and  I 
must  also  add  of  very  great  difficulty.  Tbis  difficulty  arises  from  the 
incautious  use  of  vague  and  wide  terrain  preventative  Acta  of  Parliament- 
The  Legislature,  instead  oE  making  up  its  mind  exactly  what  extent  of 
protection  shall  be  granted,  use3  comprehensive  terms,  and  trusts  to  the 
good  sense  of  Courts  not  to  allow  them  to  be  pushed  too  far.  This  leads 
naturally  to  most  unsatisf  ictory  results.  Dealing  with  question  1  first 
I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Pharmacy  Act  was  only  intended  to  apply  to 
preparations  sold  by  druggists.  The  language  of  clauses  1  and  15  shows 
that  it  was  intended  to  restrict  the  sale  by  retail  of  poisons  to  duly  regis- 
tered pharmaceutical  chemists  or  chemists  and  druggists.  It  is  impossible 
that  Parliament  could  have  intended  that  all  preparations  containing 
arsenic  should  be  sold  only  by  chemists  and  druggists,  for  to  say  nothing 
of  pigments,  it  is  well  known  that  sheep-dipping  powder  is  sold  in  enor- 
mous quantities  by  persons  not  carrying  on  these  trades,  and  such  persons 
cannot  be  said  to  do  otherwise  than  retail  the  article.  It  would  therefore 
seem  that  the  dictum  of  Mr.  Justice  Lush  in  Berry  v.  Henderson,  that  the 
Act  only  applies  to  poisons  pure  and  simple,  and  not  to  mixtures  con- 
taining them,  is  well  founded.  But  there  is  the  contrary  dictum  of 
Mr.  Justice  Hawkins  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Wheeldon,  which 
supports  the  contrary  view.  Amid  the  conflict  of  authorities,  and  bearing 
in  mind  that  the  Act  so  passed  nearly  a  qmrter  of  a  century  ago  has  never 
been  held  to  apply  to  numerous  poisonous  compounds  containing  arsenic 
sold  by  other  trades  than  druggists,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Court  would, 
if  the  question  were  raised,  decide  that  the  present  case  does  not  come 
under  the  provisions  of  that  Act,  and  that  the  article  is  not  a  poison 
within  the  meaning  of  that  same. 

Mr.  Flux  said  penalties  had  been  recovered  for  sheep- 
dips. 

His  Honour,  after  a  little  further  discussion,  said  he  would 
give  his  judgment  at  the  next  Court. 


Dentists  and  theib  Clients. 

The  case  of  Lindley  v.'  Eskell  which  was  tried  in  the 
Westminster  County  Court  on  Monday  before  his  Honour 
Judge  Bay  ley  and  a  jury,  raised  a  question  of  no  little  im- 
portance to  the  profession.  The  plaintiff,  a  lady  residing  at 
Burton  Crescent,  Euston  Road,  sued  the  defendants,  a  well- 
known  firm  of  dentists,  to  recover  101.  for  breach  of  contract. 
The  plaintiff  was  called,  and  said  that  in  September  last  year 
she  consulted  the  defendants  in  reference  to  supplying  her 
with  a  set  of  teeth,  and  at  first  they  agreed  to  do  the 
work  for  six  guineas,  but,  after  making  a  further  examina- 
tion of  the  mouth,  they  said  it  would  be  a  difficult  job,  and 
they  would  have  to  charge  101.  She  at  once  assented  to 
that,  and  said  she  did  not  care  what  she  paid  so  long  as  the 
teeth  were  a  success,  and  accordingly,  after  a  number  of 


visits  to  the  defendants'  place,  the  teeth  were  completed 
and  she  paid  the  101. ;  but  when  she  got  home  she  found 
that  they  did  not  fit,  and,  in  fact,  were  absolutely  useless  to 
her  for  any  purpose  whatever,  and  she  consequently  de- 
manded the  return  of  her  money,  which,  however,  was 
refused,  and  the  present  action  was  proceeded  with. 

Mr.  Percy  J.  Webster  was  called  to  give  evidence  on 
behalf  of  the  plaintiff's  case,  and  said  he  was  consulting 
surgeon  at  the  Dental  Hospital.  The  teeth  in  question  had 
been  brought  under  his  notice,  and  after  making  an  examina- 
tion he  found  that  they  did  not  fit,  and  were  practically 
useless  in  their  present  condition. 

In  cross-examination  by  Mr.  Scarlett,  the  defendant's 
counsel,  the  witness  admitted  that  in  some  cases  where  a 
number  of  extractions  had  taken  place  in  order  to  make 
room  for  the  new  teeth,  it  took  as  long  as  three  months  to 
get  the  mouth  into  a  properly  hardened  condition  and  to- 
get  the  teeth  to  fit  properly. 

Addressing  the  Judge,  Mr.  Scarlett,  on  behalf  of  the 
defendant,  said  all  he  now  had  to  do  was  to  ask  for  a  non- 
suit on  the  evidence  which  had  just  been  tendered  by  the 
last  witness.  It  was  given  by  the  plaintiff's  own  witness,  and. 
an  expert  in  dentistry,  and  he  had  Eaidthat  it  sometimes  took 
three  months  to  properly  prepare  a  mouth  for  a  new  set  of 
teeth. 

The  Judge  :  Yes,  jou  are  entitled  to  a  non-suit,  and  in  my 
opinion  it  is  a  most  preposterous  claim  on  the  part  of  the 
plaintiff,  and  ought  never  to  have  been  brought. 

Mr.  Scarlett :  I  may  siy  that  my  clients,  who  are  one  of 
the  best-known  firms  in  London,  have  fought  this  case  on 
principle  and  not  for  the  sake  of  the  10?.,  and  now  that  they 
have  succeeded,  they  are  willing  to  give  the  plaintiff  her  101. 
back,  as  they  don't  want  her  money ;  but  they  could  not 
allow  her  to  assail  their  reputation. 


The  PHABMAcr  Act. — The  Sale  of  Poisoks  bt 

UNQUALIFIED  PEBSONS. 

At  the  Sheffield  County  Court  on  January  14,  before  Judge 
Ellison,  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  through  their  registrar,  sued  William  Sales,  described 
as  a  shopkeeper,  of  59  Gower  Street,  for  three  penalties  of 
51.  each,  for  offences  against  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

Mr.  T.  R.  Grey,  barrister,  instructed  by  Flux,  Son  &  Co., 
London,  appeared  in  support  of  the  claims,  and  Mr.  Muir 
Wilson  represented  the  defendant. 

Mr.  Grey,  having  explained  the  objects  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  said  that  the  action  was  brought  under  section  15T 
which  provided  that  any  person  who  kept  an  open  sbop  for 
retailing,  dispensing,  or  compounding  poisons,  or  who  sliould 
take,  or  use,  or  exhibit,  the  name  or  title  of  chemist  and 
■  druggist,  or  chemist,  or  druggist,  not  being  duly  registered, 
should  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  51.  The  action  was  brought 
to  recover  three  penalties  of  51.  each,  under  that  and  another 
section,  the  specific  offences  charged  against  the  defendant 
being  that  he  sold  a  poison,  that  he  kept  a  shop  for  the  sale 
of  poisons,  and  that  he  took,  used,  or  exhibited  the  name  or 
title  of  a  chemist,  in  each  case  without  being  a  registered 
chemist  under  the  Act. 

Mr.  Wilson  complained  that  the  Society  were  having  a 
three-barrelled  shot  at  his  client  for  what  was  practically 
one  offence.    It  looked  like  persecution. 

His  Honour  observed  that  the  question  was  whether  the- 
Act  made  it  three  offences  or  one. 

Mr.  Grey,  continuing  his  address,  said  over  the  shop  in 
Gower  Street,  at  which  the  defendant  was  alleged  to  have 
committed  these  offences,  there  was  the  name  of  J.  T.  Griffin, . 
chemist,  and  the  same  name  was  upon  the  labels  used,  and 
there  was  a  J.  T.  Griffin  upon  the  register  ;  but  the  address 
on  the  register  was  Ohingford,  Essex,  and  there  was  nothing, 
to  show  that  J.  T.  Griffin  was  the  proprietor  of  the  Gower 
Street  shop.  He  contended,  therefore,  that  the  presumption 
was  that  it  was  the  defendant  himself  who  was  keeping  ths-- 
shop  open.  With  regard  to  the  actual  selling  of  the  poison, 
at  any  rate,  the  defendant  was  clearly  liable.  It  had  been 
held  by  Mr.  Justice  Hawkins  that  an  unregistered  chemist's 
assistant  who  sold  any  poison,  in  the  absence  of  his  master,, 
was  liable  to  a  penalty,  notwithstanding  that  the  sale  was 
on  behalf  of  a  ncaster  who  was  duly  registered. 

Joseph  Higgins,  an  ex-sergeant  of  police,  proved  pur- 
chasing from  the  defendant  twopennyworth  of  laudanum  at 
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the  shop  in  Gower  Street,  and  handing  it  to  Mr.  Harry 
Moon,  an  ofiicer  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Mr.  Moon  proved  that  he  handed  the  bottle  to  Mr.  E.  J. 
Eastes,  assistant  to  Professor  Attfleld,  F.I.C  ,  who  proved 
that  the  bottle  contained  a  preparation  of  opium. 

The  register  was  then  put  in,  and  shown  not  to  contain 
the  name  of  the  defendant. 

Mr.  Grey  stated  that  the  name  of  John  Taylor  Griffin 
appeared  in  the  1889  register  with  the  address,  4  Nether 
Edge,  but  the  current  register  gave  the  address  "Chingford, 
Esses." 

Mr.  Wilson,  in  defence,  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
no  authority  had  been  shown  for  Mr.  Bremridge,  tbe  Re- 
gistrar of  the  Society,  biinging  the  actioD,  and  asked  that 
the  plaintiff  might  be  nonsuited,  unless  the  authority  was 
■disclosed.  He  wanted  to  see  whether  the  Society  had 
authorised  the  defendant  to  be  sued  for  three  offences 
when  there  was  really  only  one.  As  to  the  second  paragraph 
he  argued  that  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  that  his 
■client  kept  his  shop  open  within  the  meaniDg  of  the  Act 
of  Parliament  for  the  retailing,  dispensing,  and  compounding 
■of  poisons. 

His  Honour  thought  there  was  evidence  that  be  sold  in 
the  shop,  and  tha^  prima  facie  he  kept  it. 

Mr.  Wilson  thought  there  ought  to  be  some  evidence  of  the 
"tenancy,  and  that  the  defendant  kept  ihe  shop:  Then  there 
was  no  evidence  that  the  defendant  used  or  exhibited  the 
name  or  title  of  chemist ;  but  he  could  not  resist  the 
allegation  that  he  did  sell  a  poison.  If,  after  the  casecited 
by  the  learned  counsel,  he  set  up  that  the  defendant  was  the 
assistant  or  local  manager  of  John  Taylor  Griffin,  it  would 
not  free  the  defendant  from  the  penalty.  Although  it  was 
common  knowledge  that  in  nearly  every  chemist's  shop  in 
the  land  assistants  who  were  not  registered  sold  poisons, 
that  would  not  help  him.  It  should  be  well  and  clearly 
known  now  that  any  unregistered  assistant  who  sold  poison 
was  liable  to  the  penalty  of  51. 

His  Honour  :  Of  course  the  evil  is  just  the  same,  because 
the  master  may  be  out. 

Mr.  Wilson  replied  that  sometimes  they  found  that  the 
unqualified  men  appeared  to  know  more  than  the  registered 
people.  His  contention,  however,  was  that  the  action  was 
not  properly  before  the  Court,  as  it  had  not  been  shown 
that  his  client  kept  open  shop.  The  Society,  with  power 
and  money  behind  them,  could  surely  have^  got  to  know 
who  was  the  actual  tenant. 

His  Honour :  Very  few  cases,  I  see,  have  been  decided 
Tinder  this  Act. 

Mr.  Wilson :  Very  few :  perhaps  the  explanation  is  that 
the  Society  is  wakening  up.  If,  however,  it  came  before 
the  Court  it  must  come  on  proper  legal  line?,  and  especially 
when  they  were  seeking  to  recover  three  distinct  penalties 
for  the  same  act.  Such  a  heaping-up  of  penalties  did  not 
become  a  Society  of  this  character,  even  although  penalties 
were  imposed  under  the  statute. 

His  Honour  :  You  mean  keeping  open  shop  by  the  tenant  ? 

Mr.  Wilson :  Yes. 

His  Honour:  And  that  the  shop  beloDgs  to  the  person 
-whose  name  is  given  over  it  ? 

Mr.  Wilson  :  Yes  ;  and  I  say  the  defendant  is  not  liable  to 
the  other  two  penalties. 

His  Honour  thought  a  man  might  be  liable  clearly  to  the 
three  penalties.  If  he  sold  in  the  shop,  had  his  name  over 
it,  and  kept  open  shop,  he  would  be  liable  to  the  three 
penalties. 

Mr.  Wilson  at  once  admitted  that  if  the  defendant  had 
■had  over  his  shop,  "  W.  Sales,  Chemist,"  he  would  have  been 
so  liable.  The  decency  of  the  thing  was,  however,  quite 
another  matter,  and  such  a  society  should  not  try  to  persecute 
a  man  like  his  client.  He  had  tried  to  pass  on  two  occasions  ; 
be  hoped  to  be  successful  immediately,  and  then  all  the 
difficulty  would  be  got  over.  The  defendant  admitted  he 
had  done  wrong,  and  judgment  on  the  first  item  could  not 
be  resisted. 

His  Honour  observed  that  as  Mr.  Wilson  called  no  wit- 
nesses, it  was  simply  a  question  of  law.  Evidence  should  be 
given  as  to  the  Registrar. 

Mr.  Moon  thereupon  proved  that  Mr.  Bremridge  had  the 
authority  of  the  Society  to  sue  for  penalties  named  under 
.the  Act. 

His  Honour  expressed  himself  satisfied 'on  that  point,  and 


asked  Mr.  Grey  if  he  contended  thst  the  defendant  was 
wrong  in  putting  up  the  name  of  John  Taylor  Griffin. 
Mr.  Grey  replied  that  he  did. 

Mr.  Wilson  aBked  what  about  Boot  &  Co.,  and  other  firms, 
who  had  shops  in  various  towns. 

Mr.  Grey  retorted  that  it  was  not  J.  T.  Griffin,  but  William 
Sales,  who  kept  open  shop,  and  who  had  acted  as  a  chemist. 

His  Honour  thought  ihe  Society  ought  to  have  brought 
John  Taylor  Griffin  to  state  tint  he  either  was  or  was  not 
the  tenant. 

Mr.  Wilson  :  If  Griffin  had  been  called,  he  would  have 
said  the  shop  was  his,  and  that  Sales  had  simply  acted  as 
his  assistant. 

Mr.  Grey  :  Put  him  in  the  box,  then. 

Mr.  Wilson :  No  ;  it  is  not  for  me  to  prove  his  innocence  ; 
but  for  you  to  prove  his  guilt. 

His  Honour  said  he  felt  the  force  of  that.  He  would  go 
through  his  notes,  and  give  his  decision  on  January  18. 


Dog-pills. — Action  against  a  Chemist. 

At  the  Ripon  County  Court  on  Saturday,  before  Mr.  E.  R. 
Turner,  Judge,  Herbert  Margetts,  of  Birmingham,  stock- 
broker, and  Henry  Hancock,  of  North  Stainley,  near  Ripon, 
dog-trainer,  sued  Charles  William  Judson,  trading  as  Jadson  & 
Son,  of  Market-place,  Ripon,  chemist,  for  46Z.  4s.,  value  of 
four  dogs  alleged  to  have  been  poisoned  through  defendant's 
negligence  in  making  up  tonic  pills.  Mr.  Parfitt,  instructed 
by  Messrs.  Edmundson  and  Gowland,  was  for  the  plaintiffs  ; 
and  Mr.  Kershaw,  instructed  by  Mr.  Byron,  solicitor,  Harro- 
gate, for  the  defendant.  This  was  a  jury  case.  It  appeared 
that  Mr.  Margetts,  in  the  early  part  of  last  year,  entrusted 
four  greyhounds  to  Hancock  for  training.  In  the  month  of 
February  Hancock  went  to  defendant  for  some  tonic  pills, 
but  they  were  not  used  until  the  month  of  May,  when  one 
pill  each  was  given  to  three  dogs.  All  three  animals  soon 
afterwards  died,  showing  symptoms  of  strychnine-poisoning. 
Hancock  did  not  attribute  that  to  the  pills  at  the  time,  as 
the  dogs  had  been  in  the  field,  and  he  thought  they  had 
picked  up  poison.  In  September,  however,  a  dog  which 
was  in  the  kennel  was  given  a  pill,  and  it  also  died,  when 
the  pills  were  suspected.  The  dog's  stomach  was  submitted 
to  Mr.  Fairley,  of  Leeds,  for  analysis,  and  sufficient  strych- 
nine was  found  to  cause  death.  Some  of  the  pills  were 
also  submitted  to  Mr.  Fairley,  but  he  did  not  find  any  excess 
of  poisonous  alkaloid  in  the  pills.  The  prescription  was — 
bisulphate  of  quinine,  2  grains ;  dried  sulphate  of  iron, 
3  grains  ;  extract  of  nux  vomica,  £  grain  ;  and  extract  of  gen- 
tian. Mr.  Fairley  did  not  find  any  excess  of  nux  vomica.  Mr. 
Lewis  Ough,  of  Leicester,  analytical  chemist,  examined  three 
of  the  pills,  and  found  quinine  and  sulphate  of  iron,  but  no 
strychnine.  The  latter  was  found  in  the  other  pills.  The 
contention  was  that  the  ingredients  of  the  pills  had  been 
unequally  mixed,  and  that  some  pills  contained  an  overdose 
of  the  nux  vomica,  while  others  contained  none.  Mr. 
Kershaw  contended  that  the  pills  might  have  become  mixed 
with  other  pills  in  the  possession  of  Hancock.  It  was  also 
pointed  out  that  the  analysis  of  the  pills  by  Mr.  Fairley  was 
fair  proof  that  they  had  been  properly  mixed.  The  jury 
found  for  the  defendant,  and  his  Honour  entered  a  verdict 
accordingly,  with  costs.  Mr.  Parfitt  gave  notice  of  his 
intention  to  move  for  a  new  trial.

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Gold  Powder. 

Dissolve  50  grains  of  mercury  in  100  c.c.  of  nitric  acid, 
-and  mix  the  solution  while  warm  with  a  solution  of  6  grains 
-of  gold  in  70  c;c.  of  nitric  acid  and  15  grains  of  chloride  of 
ammonium,  a.  very  voluminous  precipitate  falls,  which  is  to 
be  collected  and  well  dried.  This  powder  is  used  for  gilding 
glass  and  porcelain  during  the  firing  process. 

Wart- solution. 

A  correspondent  of.  the  Phar m.  Zeitung  strongly  re- 
commends the  following  application  for  warts  :  — 


Parts 

Salioylic  acid   1 

Laotio  acid  1 

Collodion  8 

All  by  weight.  Mix. 


This  mixture  is  to  be  applied  twice  a  day.  It  seldom  fails 
to  remove  the  excrescences  in  a  short  time. 

Solutions  of  Salicylic  Acid. 

Mons.  H.  Barnouvin  has  been  experimenting  on  the 
solubility  of  salicylic  acid  in  glycerine,  and  his  results  indi- 
cate {Pep  de  Phar.)  that  1  in  50  represents  the  maximum 
degree  of  solubility.  But  this  is  not  always  attainable,  and 
on  addition  of  water  acid  crystallises  out.  The  following 
gives  a  clear  solution,  which  is  well  adapted  for  an  antiseptic 


gargle  :— 

Salicylic  acid      ..       ..       ..       ..    15  grains 

Glycerine  2\  oz. 

Peppermint  water,  to  7  „ 

Dissolve  the  asid  in  the  glycerine,  and  add  the  water.

8oap  for  Emulsion-making. 

Mr.  P.  van  Aspeben,  a  Dutch  pharmacist,  has  lately 
been  advocating  the  use  of  soft  soap  for  making  emulsions 
of  cod-liver  and  castor  oils  and  spirit  of  turpentine.  Mr. 
van  Asperen's  idea  is  that  emulsions  made  in  this  way  mix 
with  50  times  their  weight  of  water,  and  that,  in  bis  opinion, 
is  a  great  advantage.  Cod-liver  oil  20  parts,  medicinal  soft 
soap  1  part,  and  water  5  parts,  make  the  cod-liver  oil  basis, 
which  can  be  diluted  as  required.  For  castor  oil  the  pro- 
portions are  the  same,  but  add  a  drop  of  peppermint  oil 
to  each  ounce.  For  turpentine  take  50  parts  of  the  spirit, 
4  pares  of  soft  soap,  and  40  parts  of  water.  In  all  cases 
dissolve  the  soap  in  water,  and  mix  the  solution  with  the 
oil  by  shaking.  Not  much  novel  about  all  this,  but  it  is  a 
reminder.  A  very  good  way  for  taking  the  cod-liver  oil 
emulsion  is  to  add  it  to  coffee  or  milk,  with  either  of  which 
it  mixes  perfectly. 

Storax  for  Microscopic  Mounting. 

Storax  is  being  rocommended  in  England  and  America 
•as  a  mounting-medium  in  certain  cases.  As  the  balsam  of 
the  shops  is  always  full  of  dirt  and  impurities,  it  requires 
preparation  before  it  can  be  used  in  microscopy.  The  best 
plan- is,  says^the  National  Drvyijhl ,  to  dissolve  and  filter  it; 
To  do  this" dissolve"'' a  portion  "of  the'  storax  in  sufficient 


benzol  to  make  a  liquid  of  a  thin  syrupy  consistence,  and 
filter  through  two  thicknesses  of  Swedish  filter-paper.  Use 
a  large  filtering-funnel,  fitted  with  a  cap  to  prevent  evapora- 
tion, and  let  the  filtering-paper  not  reach  much  more  than 
midway  up  its  sides.  Should  the  medium  become  too  thick 
to  pass  through,  add  moie  benzol.  The  product  is  too  thin 
for  use  at  once,  and  may  be  set  aside,  properly  protected 
from  dust,  until  sufficient  benzol  evaporates.

Smut  of  Onions. 

In  the  United  State3  during  recent  seasons  the  onion  crop 
has  been  seriously  affected  by  an  attack  of  smut  {Urocijstis 
CepulcE,  Frost),  a  fungus  similar  to  that  which  attacks  cereals. 
According  to  an  official  report,  the  smut  appears  on  the 
seedling,  first  in  the  form  of  dark  spots  at  different  heights 
in  the  leaves,  and  commonly  this  occurs  just  below  the  knee ; 
later,  longitudinal  cracks  form  at  one  side  of  the  spots,  and 
this  part  of  the  leaf  is  observed  to  have  become  a  dry  fibrous 
mass  covered  with  a  black  sooty  powder.    Occasionally  only 
the  first  leaf  is  attacked,  and  falls,  when  the  plant  may 
recover  and  come  to  maturity  ;  but  more  frequently,  as  the 
leaves  appear  one  after  another  above  ground,  they  are  found 
to  be  affected  in  like  manner  to  the  first,  and  if  the  plant  be 
strong  enough  to  resist  the  attack  sufficiently  it  may  grow  to 
a  considerable  size,  and  survive  until  the  time  of  harvesting, 
It  will  then  be  found,  on  pulling  it  up,  that  not  only  has  the 
disease  attacked  the  leaves,  but  that  the  bulb  also  has 
become  more  or  less  covered  by  black  elevations  running 
down  to  its  base.    Such  onions  either  dry  up  or  rot  soon 
after  being  pulled.    The  black,  smutty  powder  which  thus 
forms  on  the  leaves  and  bulb  consists  of  the  spores  of  the 
fungus.    Like  the  spores  of  bunt  and  of  smut  of  o^'sthey 
are  very  minute,  and  do  not  measure  more  than  Tni^niv  in. 
in  diameter.    Experiments  have  been  made  witii  a  view 
to  determining  what  is  the  safest  and  best  chemical 
remedy,  and  these  show  conclusively  that,  while  sulphate  of 
copper  is  effectual  it  kills  the  young  plants  as  surely  as  the 
smut.    Applications  of  sulphate  of  iron  In,  the  drill,  either 
with  or  without  slaked  lime,  and  of  flowers  of  sulphur  and 
air-slaked  lime,  and  lastly  of  sulphide  of  sodium,  appear  to 
be  all  possessed  of  the  property  of  destroying  the  smut,  and 
thus  of  •  protecting  .the  young  onion-plant  during  ■  its  early 
,  stages  of  growth.

THE  NEW  FRENCH  CUSTOMS  TARIFF". 

On  the  11th  of  this  month  the  new  French  Customs  Bill,, 
which  has  been  before  the  Tariff  Committee,  the  Senate,  and 
the  Chamber  of  Deputies  for  over  a  year,  attained  the  force 
of  law  by: receiving  the  signature  of  President  Carnotand  the 
counter-signatures  of  the  Ministers  of  Commerce  and  Agri- 
culture. ,  The  new  tariff  comes  into  operation  on  February  1, 
and  the  French  Custom-houses  may  be  expected,  until  that 
date,  to  be  the  eager  objective  of  importers  of  foreign  goods 
anxious  to  pour  into  France  [as'  large  a  quantity  of  their 
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.merchandise  as  possible  before  the  close  of  the  month.  The 
Tariff  Bill  has  been  before  the  country  for  so  long  a  period, 
and  its  provisions  have  been  discussed  by  so  many  organisa- 
tions of  interested  parties,  that  the  effect  of  the  measure  has 
been  felt  in  the  trade  of  the  country  to  a  considerable  extent 
"before  its  enactment.  The  French  trade-returns  for  1891 
show  an 'enormous  increase  of  foreign  imports,  espsc'ally 
of  manufactured  goods,  and  a  very  considerable  decline 
in  French  exports,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  and 
this  displacement  of  trade  is  no  doubt  to  a  large  extent  due 
to  the  disturbing  influence  of  the  Tariff  Bill. 

By  its  new  tariff  France  has  finally  broken  with  the  free- 
trade  policy  inaugurated  by  the  Emperor  Napoleon's  treaty 
with  England  of  1860.  Next  to  Russia  and  the  United  States 
the  French  Kepublic  is  now  the  most  protectionist  Great 
Power  in  the  world,  though  her  tariffs  are  still  surpassed  in 
severity  by  those  of  some  of  the  smaller  continental  States 
and  half- savage  South  American  republics.  Holland  is  now, 
outside  the  British  Empire,  the  only  free-trade  country  of 
eny  commercial  importance  in  the  world. 

The  new  French  tariff  is  a  dual  one,  containing  one  set  of 
duties,  known  as  the  "  general  tariff,"  applicable  upon  all 
goods  from  countries—  such  as  Italy,  for  instance — who  do 
not  treat  France  upon  the  same  footing  as  the  most  favoured 
•of  all  other  foreign  countries,  and  another,  known  as  the 
■"minimum  tariff,"  which  will  be  used  in  dealings  with 
•countries,  such  as  our  own,  which  do  not  ■  make 
any  difference  between  French  and  other  foreign 
goods.  The  duties  are  all  levied  in  francs  per  100  kilos, 
weight,  and  the  tariff  contains  720  groups  of  dutiable 
articles.  Pharmaceutical  goods  have  been  less  severely  dealt 
with  than  many  other  classes  of  merchandise,  the  following 
being  the  principal  provisions  of  the  new  tariff  with  regard 
to  druggists'  articles  : — 

Eaw  sponges  will  pay  a  duty  of  35f.,  prepared  ditto  of 
85f.  in  the  general,  and  65f.  in  the  minimum  tariff,  while 
other  raw  animal  substances  used  in  medicine  or  perfumery 
remain  exempt.  This  exemption  is  an  important  one,  inas- 
much at  it  includes  ambergris,  musk,  civet,  and  castorum — 
articles,  perhaps,  more  largely  used  in  France  than  in  any 
other  country.  To  place  a  slight  tax  upon  these  materials 
would  merely  irritate  French  perfumers  and  place  them  at  a 
•corresponding  disadvantage  towards  their  English  competi- 
tors, while  the  logical  sequence  of  their  policy — viz.,  to 
breed  musk-deer,  civet-cats  and  beavers  in  France  to  a 
sufficiently  large  extent  to  supply  French  perfumers  with 
■their  wants  from  national  sources — has  evidently  been  too 
heroic  a  step  for  the  tariff- framers  to  take.  They  therefore 
content  themselves  with  levying  about  3d.  per  lb.  upon 
bleached  sponges,  which  will  probably  continne  to  be  im- 
ported from  England  in  spite  of  that  duty. 

All  the  important  oil-seeds,  such  as  sesame,  palm- kernels, 
-ground-nuts,  and  linseed,  remain  on  the  free  list,  but  the  oils 
produced  from  them,  if  imported  from  abroad,  are  more  or 
less  heavily  taxed ;  sesame,  linseed,  and  ground-nut  oil  at  6f., 
palm  oil  at  If.,  cocoanut  oil  at  If.  (and  3f.  on  the  maximum 
tariff)  per  100  kilos.  There  has  been  a  hard  light  over  these 
oil-duties,  and  they  are  anything  but  popular  with  the  great 
oil-industries  of  Marseilles,  Havre,  and  Nantes.  They  will 
also  be  very  harmful  to  French  colonial  interests,  especially 
those  of  Pondichury,  a  small  settlement  on  the  Indian  con- 
tinent, which  practically  exists  by  the  trade  in  ground-nuts 
and  ground-nut  oil.  But  the  pressure  which  these  industries 
brought  to  bear  upon  the  Legislature  did  not  avail  against 
the  determination  of  the  dom'nant  agricultural  party  to 
protect  and  rehabilitate  the  French  olive  culture,  which  has 
been  in  a  sadly  decaying  condition  for  many  years.  Eating 
olive  oils  will  in  future  be  dutiable  at  15f.  in  the  general 


tariff  (which  is  applicable  upon  Italian  goods)  and  lOf.  in  the 
minimum  tariff;  but  these  duties  are  lowered  to  5f.  and  3f. 
respectively  for  foreign  oils  used  for  soap-making,  provided 
they  are  rendered  unfit  for  human  use  upon  admission. 
Among  natural  dyestuffs  and  tanniog  materials,  madder, 
turmeric,  quercitron,  orchella,  sumach,  and  nutgalls  are  free ; 
all  o'her  goods  in  this  class  have  to  pay  150p.  in  the 
general  and  If.  in  the  minimum  tariff. 

The  general  principle  of  the  tariff,  viz.  to  tax  heavily  all 
Euoh  goods  as  are,  or  could  conveniently  be,  produced  in 
France,  and  let  others  in  free,  or  at  low  rates,  is  strongly 
marked  in  the  section  relating  to  medicinal  herbs.  All  roots 
are  fiee  except  marshmallow,  which  is  dutiable  af,  15f. 
and  20f.  respectively,  if  fresh,  and  25F.-  and  30f.  if  dried. 
Herbs,  leaves,  and  flowers  are  free  with  such  important  ex- 
ceptors a3  mallow,  marEhmallow,  stramonium,  83ge,  mint, 
marjoram,  melissa,  hyssop,  Prpvins  roses,  chamomiles,  and 
elder-flowers,  all  of  which  pay  40f.  in  the  minimum  and 
50f.  in  the  general  tariff.  In  our  market  report  of  last  week 
we  mentioned  that  the  French  druggists  are  buying  up  all 
the  Belgian  chamomiles  they  can  secure,  and  doubtless  they 
have  taken  care  to  lay  in  as  large  a  supply  as  possible  of 
other  articles  upon  which  the  duty  is  about  to  be  raised ; 
but  it  is  a  rather  unfortunate  circumstance  for  them  that 
the  harvest  of  most  European  medicinal  plants  has  been 
a  very  inferior  one  last  year,  and  they  may  therefore  have 
some  difficulty  in  securing  as  heavy  a  supply  of  certain 
kinds  of  goods  as  they  could  have  secured  after  a  normal 
season.  But  as  they  may  be  trusted  to  take  out  of  their 
French  customers,  with  interest,  aDy  enhanced  prices  they 
may  have  to  pay,  the  loss  to  them  is  rather  a  negative  than 
a  positive  one. 

Orange  and  lemon  peel,  and  peel  of  other  varieties  of 
Citrus  fruit,  will  pay  7f.  in  the  minimum,  and  lOf.  in  the 
general  tariff ;  but  all  other  medicinal  barks  are  on  the  free- 
list. 

The  duty  on  essential  oils  will  be  50 F.  minimum,  and  lOOf. 
general  tariff  for  all  except  otto  of  rose,  upon  which  2  OOOf. 
and  3. 00OF.,  and  rose-geranium,  upon  which  500f.  and  l.OOOf. 
respectively  will  be  exacted.  These  duties  are  meant,  of 
course,  to  protect  the  native  industry.  So  far  as  otto  of  rose 
is  concerned,  their  effect  will  be  to  put  the  French  user  of 
that  article  at  a  disadvantage  of  6d.  per  oz.  as  compared  with 
the  British  consumer ;  for  the  duty  is  not  sufficiently  high  to 
prevent  the  importation  of  Bulgarian  otto.  Upon  this  costly 
article  the  tax  will  be  only  about  3  per  cent,  ad,  val.,  certainly 
not  enough  to  help  the  French  grower,  but  probably  sufficient 
to  irritate  the  consumer.  Carnauba,  myrtle  and  other  vege- 
table waxes  will  pay  8f.  or  12 E.  respectively;  balsams,  10F. ; 
raw  camphor,  2f. ;  refined  ditto,  6f.  or  7.50f.;  opium,  100F. ; 
manna,  8E. ;  aloes,  6f. ;  and  liquorice  juice,  lOf.  or  12f. 
Almost  all  other  gums  and  juices  are  free  except  turpentines, 
which  remain  heavily  taxed,  a3  a  concession  to  the  industry 
in  the  Landes  and  a  slap  in  the  face  to  the  Uaited  States. 

On  chemical  products,  the  duties  are  to  some  extent  ad- 
justed, and  here  and  there  increased,  the  principal  changes 
being  an  important  advance  in  the  iodine-duty.  Iodine, 
raw  or  refined,  and  all  iodides,  will  henceforth  pay  400f. 
in  the  minimum,  and  500f.  in  the  general  tariff;  bromine 
and  bromides,  and  crystallised  citric  acid,  50f.  and  60f. 
respectively.  Concentrated  lemon-juice,  and  other  materials 
for  citric-acid  manufacture,  are  to  be  admitted  free  of  duty, 
a  concession  which  will,  no  doubt,  benefit  the  Sicilian  in- 
dustry, though  it  has  certainly  not  been  prompted  by  any 
love  for  the  Italians. 

Although  not  yet  officially  stated,  it  is  understood  that 
medicaments  of  unknown  campesibion,  but  which  appe:  r  in 
an  official  Pharmacopoeia,  will  be  admitted  as  hereto'ore 
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subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Phar- 
macy. The  duty  up  to  the  present  has  been  10  per  cent,  on 
the  value  of  these  articles!— ndependent,  however,  of  the 
duties  that  may  be  imposed  upon  the  products  from  which 
such  medicines  are  prepared.  It  is  also  understood  that 
secret  medicines  not  figuring  in  an  official  Pharmacopoeia  will 
continue  to  be  prohibited.  French  pharmacists  have  been  so 
much  occupied  with  the  new  Pharmacy  Bill,  which  passed  a 
first  reading  last  March,  and  has  since  been  shelved,  that 
they  have,  perhaps,  somewhat  overlooked  their  interests  in 
the  new  Customs  tariff.  It  may,  however,  be  some  satis- 
faction to  them  to  find  they  are  not  amongst  the  principal 
victims  of  the  Bill. 


COMMERCIAL  LAW-CASES. 

An  amusins:  document  was  published  in  the  Times  of 
Wednesday  last.  Itpurported  to  be  the  report  of  a  Joint 
Committee,  appointed  by  the  Bar  Committee  and  the 
Incorporated  Law  Society,  on  the  question  of  the  trial  of 
commercial  actions.  The  representatives  of  the  Bar  con- 
cerned in  the  production  o£  this  report  were  Sir  Henry 
James,  Q.C.,  Mr.  Gully,  Q.C.,  Mr.  Forbes,  Q.C.Mr.  Cbannell, 
Q.C.,  Mr.  Finlay,  Q  0.,  Mr.  Kennedy,  Q.C.,  and  Mr.  English 
Harrison.  Equally  influential  representatives  of  the  Incor- 
porated Law  Society  were  associated  with  the  barristers 
earned,  and  it  would  seem  that  the  report  expresses  the 
general  opinion  of  both  branches  of  the  legal  profession.  It 
is  now  under  the  consideration  of  the  judges. 

The  trouble  is  that  business-men  do  not  go  to  law  so  often 
as  the  lawyers  think  desirable.  The  complaint  of  a  diminu- 
tion of  commercial  cases  |has  been  growing  in  volume  for 
some  time,  and  it  is  said  to  be  serious.  No  one  supposes  that 
the  shrinkage  is  due  to  the  infusion  of  greater  amiability 
into  commercial  life,  or  to  the  simplification  of  commercial 
transactions.  Merchants  and  traders  are  probably  not  less 
grasping  or  less  quarrelsome  than  in  days  gone  by.  It  may 
be  that  they  are  somewhat  wiser,  and  what  is  certain  is  that 
some  of  them  have  discovered  a  better  way  of  spending  their 
time  and  money  than  in  briefing  eminent  counsel  at  fancy 
prices  with  no  guarantee  of  faithful  service.  It  is  at  least 
satisfactory  to  find  that  these  learned  gentlemen  are  mani- 
festing some  little .  concern  about  the  goose  whose  golden 
eggs  they  have  come  to  regard  as  a  rightful  tribute  to  their 
own  usefulness. 

The  scheme  they  propose  to  the  judges,  and  which  they  are 
quite  powerful  enough  to  carry  out  if  it  should  be  generally 
approved,  involves  the  creation  of  a  special  commercial  list 
with  a  judge  of  the  High  Court  to  be  specially  appointed  for 
mercantile  and  similar  cases.  They  propose,  in  short,  to 
create  a  new  court  to  occupy  itself  exclusively  with  com- 
mercial cases.  They  would  give  to  both  plaintiffs  and  defen- 
dants power  to  apply  for  the  hearing  of  their  cases  in  this 
court,  and  they  propose  that,  according  to  circumstances, 
cases  might  be  tried  by  a  judge  alone,  by  a  judge  with 
assessors,  or  by  a  judge  and  a  special  jury;  and  "as  the 
quality  of  the  special  juries  in  London  and  in  Middlesex  is 
thought  in  recent  years  to  have  deteriorated,  and  those 
juries,  as  at  present  constituted,  do  not  always  enjoy  the 
confidence  of  the  commercial  community,  the  Committee, 
suggest  that  a  selected  special-jury  list  should  be  prepared  ". 
for  the  service  of  this  court.  Another  large  bid  for  custom; 
and  one  which  must  have  cost  the  representatives  of  the 
Incorporated  Law  Society  many  a  pang  before  they  agreed 
to  it,  is  the  remark  that 

"  when  a  Commercial  Court  has  been  constituted,  it  will 
become  a  matter  for  further  serious  consideration  whether 


the  present  system  of  pleadings,  and  the_  rules  of  evidence, 
might  not  wisely  be  modified  in  commercial  actions." 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  the  practice  of  settling  com- 
mercial disputes  by  arbitration  is  largely  on  the  increase,  and 
we  cannot  think  that  the  proposals  put  forward  by  the  lawyers, 
are  calculated  to  appreciably  affect  this  tendency.    It  is  a 
tiny  stop  in  the  right  direction,  but  it  is  far  from  meeting, 
the  requirements  of  the  case.  What  is  really  wanted  is,  first, 
promptitude,  and,  secondly,  reasonableness  in  costs.  When  a 
difference  or  a  dispute  arises  in  business  there  ought  to  be 
no  occasion  for  temper  to  be  lost  or  ruin  to  be  involved  in  its 
settlement.    We  want  a  court  or  courts  under  the  control1 
oE  strong  judges,  before  whom  the  facts  could  be  laid  and) 
a  decision  promptly  arrived  at.     The  monstrous  folly  of 
having  a  retinue  of  counsel  on  each  side,  paying  them 
fabulous    fees,    for   what  is     often  very  questionable- 
service,     ought    to    be    sternly    discouraged,     if  not 
repressed.    In  nine  cases  out  of  ten  the.  judge  should  be 
competent,  by  himself  or  with  the  aid  of  assessors,  to  unravel 
the  questions  at  issue  more  readily  from  the  parties  concerned 
than  from  a  barrister  who  picks  up  acquaintance  with  the- 
circumstances  as  the  case  proceeds.    If  oar  Q  C.  and  other 
friends  are  inclined  to  efface  themselves  in  this  way  and  to 
establish  a  court  for  the  benefit  of  suitors  rather  than  for 
securing  their  own  fortunes,  they  will  perform  a  valuable^ 
service. 


CHANGES  IN  DISEASES  AND' 
TREATMENT. 

Some  doctors  are  gaining  confidence  in  the  opinion  that, 
diseases  are  changing  in  their  character.    As  diagnostic?, 
knowledge  increases  the  thin  lines  which  at  one  time  divided 
nearly  related  disorders  have  been  broken  through,  and  we 
have  mild,  sharp,  and  serious  case3  of  the  one  thing,  as  in- 
enteric  fever,  which  is  taken  to  cover  the  typhoid  and  typhus- 
of  old.    One  looks  in  vain  for  these  latter  names  in  modern- 
text-books  of  treatment.    Here  we  are  dealing  with  an  in- 
stance of  increased  knowledge  regarding  causation  and 
symptoms  altering  the  medical  aspects  of  the  disease.    It  is- 
not  really  an  instance  of  alteration  in  the  disease  itself. 
But  there  are  examples  of  that  nature.    We  have  to  go  no 
further  than  the  present  epidemic  of  influenza  to  get  a  good 
one.    The  sneezing  which    commonly  characterised  the 
attacks  of  two  winters  ago  is  an  uncommon  symptom  now,, 
while  sickness  is  a  marked  feature,  and  sudden  increase  of 
the  body  temperature  is  an  even  more  frequent  symptom  than, 
before.    There  can  be  little  hesitation,  in  contrasting  the 
three  epidemics,  in  coming  to  the  conclusion  that  the  disease 
is  undergoing  an  evolution  the  outcome  of  which  is  fraught 
with  much  interest  to  the  human  race.    Is  influenza  to  be  a 
rare  epidemic  or  a  yearly  visitor  ?    Of  late  years  it  has  been- 
noticed  by  many  medical  men  that  acute  rheumatism  has- 
affected  the  heart  more  and  the  limbs  less  than  it  did 
formerly,  and  the  danger  is  all  the  greater  to  the  unfortunate 
victims,  for  the  heart  that  has  once  been  touched  with  the- 
rheumatic  taint  is  weak  for  ever.    At  one  time  it  was  th& 
most  difficult  thing  for  the  physician  to  counteract  the  acute- 
articular  pains  of  rheumatism  ;  now  it  is  the  easiest  thing  in 
the  world,  a  few  doses  of  a  salicylate  or  something  of  the- 
antipyrin  class  giving  quick  relief ;  and  the  heart  region 
remains  the  spot  which  the  doctor  must  guard.  The  doctrine 
of  spontaneous  generation  was  so  thoroughly  exploded  half  a 
generation  ago  that  we  can  scarcely  give  place  to  any  suppo- 
sition that  a  new  disease  can  afflict  man.    It  so  happens  that 
at  the  present  moment  a  very  loathsome  epidemic  skin-disease 
which  broke  out  in  a  London  workhouse  is  exciting  the 
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curiosity  of  medical  men.  It  is  something  new,  but  the 
mind  cannot  grasp  the  idea  that  it  is  new  to  this  world.  It 
must  have  existed  before  in  some  form. 

It  would  seem  that  by  far  too  little  attention  has  been 
given  to  this  phase  of  medical  science,  and  that  the  non- 
recognition  of  possible  changes  in  forms  'of  disease  is  the 
reason  why  many  medical  men  fail  in  practice.    They  go  on 
on  the  old  therapeutic  lines,  while  the  men  who  use  medicine 
sparingly  and  hygienic  treatment  greatly  succeed.  Nature 
is  allowed  fair  play,  and  gets  a  well-nourished  body  to  work 
upon.    That  is  the  chief  factor.    Those  who  imagine  that 
things  are  going  to  the  bad  because  the  old  medicines  are 
being  replaced  by  new  remedies  have  these  facts  against 
them.    New  phases  of  disorders  require  fresh  treatment,  and 
accumulated  experience  must  decide  which  is  good  for  this 
or  that.    Yet,  although  we  are  prepared  to  recognise  a 
shifting  of  the  basis  of  attack  so  far  as  some  diseases  are 
concerned,  we  cannot  agree  that  the  favourite  remedies  as  a 
whole  have  lost  ground.    They  keep  their  place  in  virtue  of 
the  fact  that  experience  has  put  them  there.    In  these 
latter  days  they  may  have  been  shorn  of  a  few  of  the  pro- 
perties with  which  they  had  been  accredited,  but  sub- 
stantially their  chief  therapeutic  properties  have  survived 
the  scrutiny  of  modern  science,  and  they  remain  valuable 
agents  in  the  physician's  hands.    The  newer  remedies  have 
displaced  very  few  of  the  old  ones,  for  the  reason  that  most 
of  them  have  came  forward  to  unoccupied  positions.    It  has 
never  been  a  fight  between  the  old  remedies  and  the  new, 
but  there  is  some  prospect  that  the  new,  newer,  and  newest 
may  try  to  eat  each  other  up.    That,  as  far  as  we  can  gather 
from  the  history  of  pharmacy,  is  what  has  been  going  od 
from  the  beginning  of  the  chapter,  and  so  it  will  be  to  the 
end.

Brown,  Frederick  Peter,  Rugby,  chemist's  assistant,  and  Brown, 
William  Albert,  Caldec-ott,  now  or  until  recently  carrying  on  busineis 
in  co-partnership,  farmers. 


The  Crieff  Weed- killer  Case. — When  the  action  by 
the  family  of  Peter  Cramb  against  the  Boundary  Chemical 
-Company  and  others  for  4.0002.  in  respect  of  the  death  of 
their  father  and  mother  on  April  10  and  11  last  respectively, 
from  the- effects  of  arsenical  poisoning,  came  on  in  the  Court 
of  Session,  Edinburgh,  on  Tuesday,  it  was  mentioned 
that  the  action,  so  far  as  directed  against  the  Boundary 
Chemical  Company,  had  been  settled,  a  payment  having  been 
made  by  the  company,  and  in  terms  of  .  a  joint  minute  that 
company  was  assoilzied,  and  no  expenses  found  due.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  a  drum  of  weed-killer,  forwarded  by  the 
defendant  company,  leaked  in  a  railway-van  and  damaged 
sjme  sugar,  some  of  which  Cramb  bought. 


BANKRUPTCY  REPORTS. 


Re  Joe  William  Senior,  Barnsley. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  Barnsley,  on  January  15,  of  the 
creditors  of  Joe  William  Senior,  formerly  a  chemist  and 
druggist  at  Ripon,  but  now  employed  as  a  drug-store 
manager  in  Sheffield  Road,  Barnsley.  There  were  no  credi- 
tors present ;  and  at  a  later  hour  the  debtor  came  up  before 
the  Registrar  for  his  public  examination.  In  answer  to  the 
Official  Receiver,  the  debtor  said  he  commenced  busiriesH  in 
1887  with  a  capital  of  3002.,  which  was  given  to  him  by  his 
father.  He  remained  in  business  until  February,  1833,  when 
he  made  an  assignment  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors  He 
then  owed  about  2002.  as  trade  debts;  and,  in  addition,  the 
money  his  father  had  lent  to  him,  amounting  to  some  BG02. 
He  now  owed  of  the  2002. 1121.  9s.  9d.  to  creditors  who  would 
not  come  in  under  the  assignment. 

You  simply  filed  your  petition  in  order  to  get  rid  of  those 
debts?— Yes. 
And  you  have  no  assets  whatever  ? — None. 
What  did  your  assets  realise  at  Ripon  ! — About  1302. 
And  you  owe  1,1102.  /  —Yes.    The  business  did  not  realise 
anything  like  what  I  expected. 

In  answer  to  further  questions,  the  debtor  said,  although  he 
only  commenced  basiness  in  1887,  he  in  1889  paid  a  composi- 
tion of  either  10s.  or  12s.  6d.  in  tbe  pound.  The  father  did 
not  put  in  a  claim  then,  as  he  wished  to  encourage  the  credi- 
tors to  fall  in  with  the  composition.  He  now  claimed  for  all 
he  had  advanced. 

Is  it  not  a  fact  that  during  the  whole  of  the  time  you 
were  carrying  on  that  business  at  Ripon  you  knew  yon  were 
losirjg  money  1 — Yes. 

Then  why  didn't  you  stop  ?— I  had  hopes  that  things  would 
mend.  My  life  was  insured  for  3002.;  but  the  trustee  02 
solicitor  at  Ripon  has  the  policy. 

The  Official  Receiver  said  he  had  received  a  letter  that 
morning  from  Ripon  to  the  effect  that  the  creditors  there 
strongly  objected  to  the  father's  claim,  and  he  must  therefore 
ask  for  an  adjournment. 

Mr.  Rideal,  who  appeared  for  the  debtor,  did  not  object  % 
and,  in  answer  to  him,  the  debtor  said  at  the  time  or  his 
assignment  he  gave  up  to  the  trustee  all  his  property.  vVhen 
he  filed  his  petition  he  was  in  prison  for  debt— sent  there  by 
one  of  the  creditors  who  refused  to  sign  the  deed.  He  had 
done  his  best  to  bring  about  a  settlement  of  his  affaire,  tut 
without  success. 

The  case  was  then  adjourned  for  ths  creditors  at  Ripon 
to  be  communicated  with. 


Re  Alfred  Anthony  Nesbit,  132  dmberwe"  New 
Road,  S.E.,  Analytical  Chemist. 

This  bankrupt  was  brought  to  the  London  Bankruptcy. 
Court  in  September,  1891,  upon  a  creditor's  petition,  and  en 
January  15  he  applied  to  Mr.  Registrar  Brougham  for  an 
order  of  discharge.  Mr.  E.  L.  Hough,  Official  Receiver,  re- 
ported thatthe  ranking  liabilities  amounted  to  3,0302.  0:  lQu.i, 
but  one  proof  for  3452.  8s.  only  had  been  made.  No  assets 
had  been  disclosed  by  the  debtor  or  discovered  by  the 
trustee.  Prior  to  March,  1885,  the  bankrupt  practised  as  an 
analytical  chemist,  but  since  that  date  he  had  oaly  been  in 
occasional  employment,  and  had  been  mainly  dependent 
upon  loans  and  gifts  from  friends.  The  failure  was  attri- 
buted chiefly  to  loss  of  practice  by  reason  of  the  bankrupt  s 
ill-health,  and  to  loss,  estimated  at  2,4702 ,  incurred  in 
bringing  out  and  attempting  to  develop  a  patent.  The 
only  offence  charged  by  the  Official  Receiver  was  the  usual, 
one — that  the  assets  were  not  equal  to  10s.  in  the  pound  upon 
the  unsecured  indebtedness. 

'  Mr.  Mellor,  who  appeared  for  the  bankrupt,  said  he  hoped 
to  be  able  to  mitigate  to  some  extent  the  only  offence 
charged  by  the  Official  Receiver.  His  client  had  expecta- 
tions on  the  death  of  his  mother,  an  old  lady  of  83,  and 
on  the  strength  of  those  expectations  

His  Honour  (interposing)  said  he  was  prepared  to  grant  an , 
order  of  discharge,  subject  to  judgment  for  a  small  amount 
being  entered  up  against  the  bankrupt. 

Mr.  Mellor  preferred  that  the  discharge  should  be  sus- 
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pended  rather  than  his  client  should  be  saddled  with  a 
judgment ;  but,  upon  the  learned  Registrar  intimating  that 
the  order  would  only  be  for  the  payment  of  25/.,  he  agreed 
to  those  terms,  and  the  order  o£  discharge  was  granted, 
subject  to  that  condition.

The  application  for  a  receiving 
order  was  made  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  Hugh  Gibson  &  Co., 
drysalters,  of  40  Basinghall  Street,  Leeds,  who  claim  626Z.  in 
respect  of  two  bills  of  241/.  and  331/.  respectively,  and 
24^.  15s.  for  goods  sold  and  delivered.  The  debtor  is  described 
as  having  resided  at  The  Woodlands,  Ilkley,  Yorkshire,  and 
the  act  of  bankruptcy  alleged  is  the  departure  of  the  debtor 
with  intent  to  defeat  or  delay  his  creditors.  No  other  par- 
ticulars transpired. 


Be  Robert  Spencer,  Chemist,  Gooch  Street,  Birmingham. 

A  meeting  of  the  creditors  of  this  debtor  was  held  on 
Wednesday  at  the  office  of  the  Official  Receiver,  Colmore 
Row.  The  total  liabilities  were  538/.  16s.  Q\d. ;  assets, 
38Z.  12s.  6d. ;  leaving  a  deficiency  of  500/.  3s.  10^d.  The 
debtor  commenced  business  in  1880  in  High  Street,  West 
Bromwich,  as  a  chemist,  and  in  1882  bought  a  chemist's 
business  at  Nottingham.  However,  when  he  sold  the  latter 
business  in  1887.  he  failed  to  warn  all  the  creditors  of  the 
fact,  and  he  was  ruined  through  being  called  upon  to  pay  his 
successor's  debts.  The  case  being  a  summary  one,  the 
Official  Receiver  was  appointed  trustee. 


The  Moonseed  Bitters  Bankruptcy— Another 
Adjournment,  and  still  Another. 

At  the  Swindon  County  Court,  on  Tuesday  last,  before 
Judge  Caillard,  the  bankruptcy  of  Albert  Edward  Powell 
Woodland,  of  Swindon,  trading  as  A.  E.  Powell  &  Co., 
manufacturers  of  "  Moonseed  Bitters,"  was  again  mentioned. 
The  Official  Receiver  (Mr.  H.  C.  Tombs)  was  present ;  Mr. 
G.  M.  Butterworth  represented  the  bankrupt ;  and  Mr.  H. 
Bevir,  appeared  for  Mr.  Butterworth  and  also  for  Mr.  H.  J. 
Deacon,  jeweller,  of  Swindon,  both  of  whom  were  interested 
monetarily  in  the  bankruptcy.  The  matter  now  came  before 
the  Court  in  the  shape  of  an  adjourned  application  made  by 
the  Official  Receiver  that  the  debtor's  public  examination 
should  be  adjourned  sine  die,  he  having  failed  to  comply 
with  an  order  of  the  Court  to  give  full  particulars  as  to  his 
disposal  of  4,000/.  worth  of  jewellery  and  plate  which  he  had 
purchaffed  of  Messrs.  Jackman,  of  Bath,  during  the  two  years 
prone'linR  his  bankruptcy. 

■  The'  Official  Receiver  read  extracts  from  the  shorthand- 


writer's  notes  of  previous  examinations,  and  stated  that  at 
the  hearing  a  month  ago  the  matter  was  then  further 
adjourned  upon  Mr.  Bevir  undertaking  to  famish  the  Official 
Receiver  with  particulars  of  the  jewellery  and  plate  which 
debtor  had  at  different  times  deposited  with  Mr.  Butterworth 
and  Mr.  Deacon,  so  as  to  show  how  these  goods  had  been 
disposed  of.  That  statement  had  been  sent  to  him  (the 
Official  Receiver)  only  on  the  previous  Saturday.  He  had 
employed  an  accountant  to  work  out  the  figures,  and  he  con- 
sidered the  statement  to  be  of  no  use  at  all  without  farther 
details.  The  statement  submitted  to  him  showed  that  the 
goods  were  deposited  either  with  Mr.  Butterworth  or  Mr. 
Deacon,  and  a  mortgage  raised  upon  such  goods.  In  this 
way  1,149/.  6s.  worth  of  goods  were  accounted  of,  but  still 
there  was  634/.  worth  unaccounted  for.  To  that  extent, 
continued  the  Official  Receiver,  the  debtor  bad  not  complied 
with  the  order  of  the  Court,  and  he  (the  Official  Receiver) 
therefore  asked  that  the  public  examination  should  be 
adjourned  sine  die. 

Mr.  Bevir  said  he  was  willing  to  give  such  further  assist- 
ance to  the  Official  Receiver  as  might  be  necessary. 

His  Honor  suggested  that  the  Official  Receiver  and  Mr. 
Bevir  should  confer  for  tbatpurpo-e. 

Mr.  Butterworth  asked  his  Honour  to  close  the  public  ex- 
amination of  the  debtor.  He  urged  that  no  possible  good 
oould  come  of  its  being  kept  open.  His  client  was  made  a 
bankrupt  in  June  last,  and  the  matter  had  been  going  on  at 
every  Court  since,  and  at  intervals  between  the  Courts  for 
there  had  been  many  examinations  in  Chambers  of  various 
private  individuals.  It  was  monstrous  to  think  that  any 
good  would  come  of  the  matter  being  prolonged.  Did  the 
Official  Receiver  think  that  one  penny  piece  out  of  the 
jewellery  would  come  back  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors  ? 
He  knew  it  would  not.  What  conceivable  purpose  could 
there  be  in  adjourning  the  public  examinations/Tie  die  unless 
it  was  to  keep  the  debtor  in  bankruptcy,  and  to  prevent  him 
from  doing  any  business  1  Debtor  had  already  been  out  of 
employment  for  six  months,  and  the  matter  was  still  keeping 
him  out. 

His  Honour  adjourned  the  matter  for  another  month,  in 
order  that  the  Official  Receiver  might  confer  with  Mr.  Bevir. 
adding  that  he  thought  it  was  quite  time  this  bankruptcy 
was  closed. 


Be  Bernard  Wilhelm  Kuhn,  36  St.  Mary  at  Hill,  E.C., 
Drysalter. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  creditors  under  this  failure  was 
held  on  Thursday  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  before 
Mr.  Hough,  Official  Receiver.  The  debtor  traded  at  the 
above  address  under  the  style  of  B.  Kuhn,  and  was  also  in 
partnership  at  Chatham  Street,  Piccadilly,  Manchester,  with 
a  Mr.  Carl  Schroeder,  trading  as  Kuhn  &  Schroeder,  drysalters 
and  commission  agents. 

The  chairman  having  called  over  the  proofs,  said  the 
statement  of  affairs  had  only  been  handed  to  him  upon 
entering  the  room,  so  that  he  had  been  unable  to  circulate 
among  the  creditors  the  usual  statement  of  affairs.  The 
debtor  was  by  occupation  a  drysalter,  having  commenced 
business  in  1871  with  S00Z.  capital.  In  1881  he  opened  a 
branch  business  at  Manchester,  taking  into  partnership  there 
Mr.  Carl  Schroeder,  and  trading  as  Kiibn  &  Schroeder.  That', 
partnership  was  still  existing,  but  negotiations  were  pending 
for  a  dissolution,  although  under  the  partnership  deed  the 
connection  was  to  have  lasted  for  seven  years.  There  was  one 
judgment  creditor,  and  the  failure  was  attributed  to  bad 
debts,  loss  on  contracts,  and  generally  to  the  bad  state  of 
tradn.  The  accounts  showed  assets  estimated  to  produce 
1,267/J  9s.  2d.  after  deducting  77/.  5s.  for  the  pre- 
ferential claims,  and  they  consisted  of  cash  45/.  5s.  9d. : 
stock  at  wharves  estimated  to  produce  62/.;  stock  at 
warehouse,  900/.  (cost  1,080/ ) ;  goods  on  consignment, 
70/. :  trade  fixtures,  50/. ;  and  other  items.  The  un- 
secured debts  expected  to  rank  for  dividend  amounted  to 
2,365/.  5s.  Id.,  and  there  was  one  fully  secured  debt  of  1,000/. 
There  was  a  further  list  of  debts,  amounting  to  about  2,000/.. 
relating  to  the  Manchester  branch,  but  they  were  scheduled 
as  not  expected  to  rank  against  the  estate.  The  debtor  bad 
just  handed  in  a  proposal  providing  for  a  composition.; 
of  10s.  to  the  £,  payable  by  four  equal  instalments  extending 
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over  tea  months,  payment  to  be  secured  by  the  promissory 
notes  of  the  debtor.  That  was  not  in  such  a  shape  that  he 
could  recommend  its  acceptance  to  the  Court,  as  rbe  result 
would  be  that  they  would  lose  all  control  over  the  assets  by 
accepting  the  debtor's  promissory  notes  for  the  payment  of 
the  composition,  which  could  not  be  regarded  as  a  satis- 
factory arrangement. 

'  Mr.  Ditton,  who  appeared  for  the  debtor,  applied  for  an' 
adjournment  of  the  meeting  to  enable  him  to  couch  the 
terms  of  the  proposal  in  such  a  form  as  to  recommend  its- 
acceptance  by  the  Court  and  creditors.  He .  explained  that 
the  debtor  had  been  prevented  by  pleurisy  from  attending  to 
the  matter  earlisr,  and  urged  that  no  injury  could  be  caused 
to  the  business  by  a  short  adjournment,  as  it  was  being 
carried  on  very  satisfactorily  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Official  Receiver. 

Mr.  Barrett,  who  appeared  for  the  creditors,  supported 
the  proportion  for  an  adjournment,  being  of  opinion  that' 
the  debtor  would  in  the  meantime  be  able  to  lodge  a  satis- 
factory proposal. 

Mr.  Handley,  solicitor,  of  Manchester,  said  he  appeared  on 
behalf  of  the  Manchester  creditors,  and  he  was  instructed  to 
support  the  adjournment. 

The  Chairman  said  the  case  was  somewhat  complicated  by 
the  Manchester  branch.  He  was  asked  a  short  time  ago  to 
sanction  the  expense  of  sending  an  accountant  to  Man- 
chester to  investigate  the  affairs  of  the  partnership,  there 
being  some  possibility  of  the  resident  pari  ner(  Mr.  Schroeder) 
raking  over  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  that  branch,  and  re- 
leasing the  London  business  from  the  claim  of  the  Manchester 
creditors.  He  refused  to  sanction  that  expense,  being  of 
opinion  it  should  be  borne  by  the  debtor.  He  understood 
that  Mr.  Kiihn  had  made  the  necessary  arrangements,  but 
no  information  had  yet  been  given  him  upon  the  subject. 

Mr.  Handley,  in  the  course  of  further  discussion,  said  he 
understood  the  Manchester  business  was  perfectly  solvent 
if  the  debtor  could  pay  his  liabilities  owing  to  that  branch. 

The  debtor  dissented  from  that  view,  and  said  his  present 
position  was  really  doe  to  his  losses  at  Manchester.  He  was 
confident  that  if  the  chairman  granted  a  short  adjournment 
he  could  provide  the  names  of  friends  as  security  for  the 

payment  of  the  compcsition  

The  Chairman  adjourned  the  meeting. for  three  weeks,  but 
expressed  the  opinion  that  having  regard  to  the  apparent 
dispute  between  the  London  and  Manchester  branches,  it 
was  hardly  likely  that  a  satisfactory  offer  would  be  forth- 
coming. The  meeting  was  then  adjourned  for  three  weeks.

nHHIS  tariff  became  law  on  November  1  last.  Under  its  pro- 
X  visions  the  following  duties  are  now  levied  upon  certain, 
pharmaceutical  articles.  A  Mexican  peso  of  100  centimos 
equals  4s.  Id. ;  a  kilo,  equals  2-204  lbs.  By  "  net  weight " 
must  be  understood  the  actual  weight  of  the  merchandise  ; 
by  "  legal  weight  "  that  which  includes,  besides  the  "  net 
weight,"  that  of  the  interior  bottles,  boxes,  winders,  wrappers, 
&c,  in  which  the  articles  are  imported ;  and  by  "  gross 
weight,"  the  total  weight  of  the  packages.  When  mer- 
chandise which  pays  according  to  the  "  legal  weight "  has 
no  other  covering  besides  the  one  which  forms  the  outside 
package,  the  actual  weight  of  the  merchandise  will  be  con-

The  Russian  Quicksilver-mines. — In  addition  to  the 
quicksilver-mines  in  operation  near  Bakhmont,  in  European 
Russia,  which  produce  at  the  present  time  20,000  pouds  of 
mercury  annually,  deposits  of  mercury  have  been  discovered 
in  the  province  of  Daghestan,  in  Caucasia,  and  the  mining  ad- 
ministration has  every  reason  to  believe  that  private  enter- 
prises will  be  established  which  will  make  undertakings  of 
this  kind  very  profitable.  The  Ministry  of  Domains  has 
decided  to  tax  Russian  mercury,  as  is  done  with  all  other 
Russian  metals.  It  is  proposed  to  establish  taxes  of 
50  copecks  per  poud  of  pure  mercury  and  of  45  copecks  per 
poud  of  cinnabar  made  from  Russian  mercury.

DEATHS. 

Allcock. — General  Thomas  A.  Allcock.the  inventor  of  the 
porous  plaster  that  bears  his  name,  died  at  his  home  in  New 
Yoik  City  on  December  27  last.  General  Allcock  was  born 
in  England  seventy-seven  years  ago  and  was  educated  as  a 
chemist.  He  went  to  New  York  in  1845  and  opened  a  drug 
store  in  the  Astor  House.  He  put  his  plaster  on  the  market 
in  1854  and  amassed  a  fortune  out  of  it.  When  the  Ameri- 
can civil  war  broke  out  he  joined  the  Northern  army  and 
went  to,  the  front  as  Major  of  the  Fourth  New  York  Heavy 
Artillery.  He  was  wounded  at  Ream's  Station,  and  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  Brigadier-General.

Broad  showed  himself 
to  be  a  pharmacist  of 
inte)ligence,witb  shrewd 
opinions  on  what  was 
good  for  the  trade.  Mr. 
Broad  succeeded  his 
father,  the  late  Mr. 
John  Broad,  in  the  old- 
established  business  in 
Hornsey  Rise,  also  open- 
ing a  branch  near 
Crouch  End  Station,  which  tapped  the  wealthy  Hornsey 
Lane  district.  Personally  he  was  a  very  genial  man,  and  a 
hard  worker  in  local  affairs,  having,  until  three  years  ago,  when 
the  malady  which  occasioned  his  sudden  death  was  discovered, 
been  an  active  member  cf  the  Islington  Board  of  Guardians. 
He  was  also  a  keen  Conservative,  and  the  interest  he  took  in 
his  party  was  shown  by  the  attendance  of  Mr.Bartley,  M.P., 
who  represents  the  division,  and  a  number  of  prominent 
Conservatives  at  the  funeral,  which  took  place  on  Thursday, 
January  14.  Mr.  Broad's  death  has  come  as  a  great  shock  to 
his  friends,  as  he  was  a  particularly  robust-looking  man, 
who  showed  no  signs  of  failing  health.  He  leaves  a  widow 
and  several  young  children.

The  Amebican  Quinine-duty. — From  a  statement  in  the 
0.  P.  and  D.  Reporter,  it  appears  that  duty  on  quinine  in 
the  United  States  has  been  altered  ten  times  since  1832, 
although  the  customs  tariff  itself  has  undergone  about  thirty 
revisions  since  that  year.-  From  July  13, 1832,  to  August  30, 
1842,  the  duty  was  15  per  cent,  ai  valorem ;  it  was  then 
changed  to  40j.  per  oz.  On  Julv  30,  1846,  it  became  20  per 
cent,  ad  valorem  ;  on  March  3, 1857, 15  per  cent. ;  on  March  2, 
1861,  once  more  20  per  cent. ;  on  August  5,  1861,  it  was  raised 
to  30  per  cent. ;  and  on  Julv  14, 1862,  to  45  per  cent.  There  it 
remained  for  ten  years,  uutil  May  1, 1872,  when  it  was  lowered 
again  to  20  per  cant.  On  July  1,  1879,  the  duty  wa3  removed 
altogether,  and  since  then  quinine  has  remained  on  the  free 
list. 


Acid  (Oitbic)— The  spot  quotation  is  Is  4a\,  and  for 
forward  delivery  Is.  4^<f.  per  lb.  is  asked.  Holders  of  old 
stocks,  costing  high  prices  (says  a  Messina  correspondent, 
evidently  a  bear),  have  made  efforts  to  keep  up  quota- 
tions by  buying  now  and  then  a  few  pipes  at  advanced  rates, 
in  the  hope  that  a  consumptive  demand  would  come  to  the 
assistance  of  their  speculations.  The  move,  up  to  the 
present,  looks  like  a  failure,  as  there  is  no  sign  whatever  of 
bond  fide  demand.  Btsides,  the  prices  of  essential  oils  of 
lemon  and  bergamot  having  been  very  remunerative,  large 
sales  have  been  made  of  these  articles,  so  that,  no  matter 
what  the  prices  of  concentrated  juice  may  be,  a  large  quantity 
of  it  must  be  squeszsd  as  a  result  of  the  essence  oil  business, 

Asphaltum  — Syrian  asphaltum  is  in  very  large  supply, 
and  meets  with  scarcely  any  demand.  The  prices  range, 
according  to  quality,  from  5s.  to  30s.  per  cwt.  Egyptian  is 
scarcely  offering,  and  more  or  less  nominal,  at  65s.  to  70s. 
per  cwt. 

Balsam  (Copaiba). — The  market  remains  very  flat  at 
Is  9d.  to  Is.  lid.  for  fair  to  good  bright  Maranham,  Is.

THURSDAY'S  MARKET  NEWS. 


Cannon  Street,  January  21. 

THE  markets  generally  remain  in  a  weak  and  depressed 
condition,  and  business  in  Mincing  Lane  has  been 
checked,  to  some  extent,  by  the  prevalence  of  the  influenza 
epidemic,  and  by  the  heavy  fog  which  shrouded  the  City 
to-day.  On  Wednesday,  the  day  o£  the  funeral  of  the  late 
Duke  of  Clarence,  the  Royal  Exchange  was  closed,  and  the- 
commercial  sale-rooms  and  many  offices  closed  in  the  after- 
noon. Only  a  very  few  public  auctions,  which  could  not  be 
suitably  deferred,  were  held  on  that  day. 

The  principal  article  of  interest  in  the  drug  market  this 
week  has  been  one  which  does  not  often  make  itself  pro- 
minent— viz..  eucalyptus  oil.  That  drug  has  now  quadrupled 
in  price  since  it  began  to  advance,  and  there  appears  reason 
to  believe  that  it  will  not  soon  recede  again  to  its  old  posi- 
tion. The  value  of  musk,  buchu,  Cape  aloes,  and  gamboge 
is  well  maintained.  Fine  ipecacuanha  is  slightly  dearer:, 
common  grades  rather  dearer.  Rhubarb  sells  well  at  high 
prices.  Honey  and  gum  tragacanth  are  dearer.  Jamaica  sarea- 
parilla  is,  if  anything,  dearer.  There  has  been  a  decline  in  the 
value  of  kamala,  pareirabrava;  cardamoms  and  gum  kino,  and 
opium  is  wired  lower  from  Smyrna.  In  the  chemical 
market  almost  the  only  feature  is  a  downward  movement  in 
quinine.  Cream  of  tartar  and  borax  are  scarce.  Quicksilver 
has  been  reduced  in  price.  In  other  departments  changes 
are  mostly  towards  lower  prices ;  cloves,  China  galls, 
gambier  and  shellac  being  all  cheaper  since  last  week. 
Ginger,  pimento,  and  Turkey  galls,  however,  are  dearer.. 
Our  usual  telegram  announcing  the  result  of  the  Amsterdam 
cinchona  sales  has  not  reached  us ;  but  we  understand 
that  the  auctions  resulted  in  a  fresh  advance  of  from  15  to- 
20  per  cent,  upon  the  December  sales,  the  average  unit 
being  now  6|c.  The  principal  bujers  were  the  Auerbach 
and  American  quinine- works. 


Aloes. — Of  Cape  aloes  109  boxes  offered  to-day,  nearly 
all  of  which  was  sold  at  steady  prices,  good  blight  hard 
realising  from  19s.  to  18s.  6d.,  slightly  drossy  to  ordinary 
dull  from  18s.  6d.  to  15s.  6^.,  very  common  down  to  13s.  Of 
Curaqao  aloes  nothing  calling  for  special  comment  was 
offered ;  there  was,  however,  a  parcel  of  53  kegs  East  Indian 
aloes,  Soeotrine  kind,  from  Bombay,  of  exceedingly  fine 
quality,  better  than  has  been  offered  at  auction  for  some, 
years ;  the  kegs  weighed  96  lbs.  each,  they  showed  a  fine  brown 
treacly  juice,  and  they  realised  from  111.

Senega. — Messrs.  Schoellkopf,  Hartford  &  Maclagan  write 
as  follows  from  New  York,  under  date  of  January  7. 
Originally  all  the  senega-root  of  commerce  was  gathered  in 
Pennsylvania ;  but  very  little,  if  any,  comes  from  that  State 
now.  Limited  quantities  of  root,  something  like  the  Penn- 
sylvanian  root,  but  not  nearly  so  bright  and  odorous,  is  still 
dug  in  the  South-western  States  (Missouri,  Kentucky.  &c), 
and  is  known  in  commerce  as  Southern  senega.  For  this 
there  is  a  demand  from  Germany,  but  the  trade  is  of  no 
importance,  and  in  a  few  years  more  this  variety  may 
disappear  altogether.  Senega  is  a  native  of  all  the  North- 
western States,  and  for  a  long  time  the  very  large  demand 
was  satisfied  by  the  root  collected  in  Minnesota  and  Dakota, 
the  superior  quality  of  which  left  nothing  to  be  desired. 
This  part  of  the  country  is  now  mostly  settled  and  under 
cultivation,  consequently  there  is  no  room  for  senega,  and 
in  time  it  will  become  as  scarce  there  as  it  is  at  present  in 
the  Eastern  States.  It  is  to  the  great  unsettled  and  un- 
cultivated North-western  Provinces  oE  Canada  (Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan,  &c.)  that  we  must  look  for  our  future 
supplies,  and,  in  fact,  for  the  last  few  years  this  district  has 
furnished  the  great  bulk  of  the  senega-root  of  commerce. 
The  colour  of  some  of  the  Manitoba  root  is  one  of  its  greatest 
objections,  and  small  fine  root  is  more  valuable  than  coarse 
and  bulby  root,  but  the  latter  is  only  of  older  growth,  and 
when  the  diggers  there  find  that  they  can  obtain  a  better 
price  for  bright  small  root  we  know  it  will  be  forthcoming. 
Indeed  this  season  we  noticed  a  decided  improvement,  some 
of  the  root  received  from  the  North-west  was  nearly  as  good 
as  any  we  ever  saw,  and  a  great  deal  better  than  some  root 
shipped  from  Minnesota.  There  is  no  reason  why,  with  care, 
the  Manitoba  article  should  not  be  fully  equal  to  that  from 
any  other  section.  The  enterprising  dealers  in  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis,  who  for  years  controlled  this  article,  still  try 
to  keep  the  business  in  their  hands.  They  purchase  the 
Manitoba  root,  select  and  ship  the  best  of  it  as  "  prime 
Minnesota  senega,"  the  dark  and  chumpy  is  classed  as 
"  Manitoba,"  even  although  it  may  be  real  Minnesota  root. 
Therefore  the  terms  "Minnesota"  and  "Manitoba"  as 
applied  to  senega  are  misleading.  The  consumption  of 
senega  holds  its  own,  or  is  increasing  if  anything.  It  is 
used  more  in  Europe  than  in  the  States,  and  out  of  a  total 
collection  of  about  150,000  lbs.  yearly,  fully  100,000  lbs.  is 
exported.

It  has  held 
its  ground  better  than  any  other  antiseptic  agent  that  has 
been  applied  to  the  treatment  of  phthisis  ;  it  has  been  in  use 
for  many  years,  and  may,  indeed,  be  looked  upon  as  a  de- 
scendant of  the  very  old  tar  treatment.  It  has  steadily  gained 
in  favour,  and  it  is  now,  perhaps,  more  widely  used,  in  every 
country  in  the  world,  than  any  other  remedy  for  phthisis. 

Treatment  of  Chloroform -accidents. 

Mr.  T.  R.  Jessop,  of  Leeds,  tells  in  the  Lancet  of  a  patient 
who  showed  signs  of  distress  under  chloroform,  and  ceased  to 
breathe.  Dashing  the  face  with  a  cold  wet  towel  and  Silves- 
ter's artificial  respiration  were  at  once  resorted  to,  and  per- 
severingly  continued  for  some  minute3.  Air  went  in  and  out 
of  the  tracheal  opening  with  great  freedom,  but  on  ceasing 
the  efforts  the  patient  gave  no  sign  of  breathing,  his  chest 
remaining  quite  motionless.  It  was  observed  that  the  heart's 
pulsations  were  feebler  and  fewer.  When  matters  were  thus 
becoming  very  serious  the  faradaic  battery  was  brought  into 


use,  one  electrode  being  pressed  upon  the  left  side  of  the  neck 
and  the  other  beneath  the  lower  margin  of  the  ribs.  Tn 
immediate  response  to  the  current  the  patient  made  a  deep, 
inspiration,  and  from  that  moment  respiration  went  on  with- 
out further  interruption  to  the  completion  of  the  operation. 
A  prettier  experiment  Mr.  Jessop  never  witnessed. 

Tbeatment  of  Dysentery. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Medical  Society  of  London 
Professor  Bahadurji  (Bombay)  read  a  paper  on  a  plan  of 
treatment  adopted  by  him  in  dysentery,  by  which  he  claimed 
to  have  reduced  the  mortality  irom  5  or  10  percent,  tc 
practically  nil.  This  treatment  comprises  the  avoidance  of  all 
irritants  and  stimulants  ;  rendering  the  intestinal  canal 
aseptic  by  putting  a  stop  to  injurious  forms  of  decomposi- 
tion ;  and  counteracting  the  initating  acidity  of  the  blood, 
by  alkalies,  at  the  same  time  quieting  the  abnormal  action 
of  the  intestinal  glands.  For  this  purpose  he  restricts  the 
diet  to  arrowroot-milk,  which  is  sufficiently  nourishing  and 
absolutely  non-irritating:  medicinally  he  fulfils  the  other 
indications  by  giving  suonitrate  of  bismuth,  Dover's  powder,, 
and  bicarbonate  of  soda. 

Salicylamidb. 

Dr.  W.  B.  Nesbitt,  of  Toronto,  communicates  to  the 
Therapeutic  Gazette  a  note  on  the  pharmacology  of  this 
drug,  which  may  be  made  by  acting  upon  oil  of  wintergreen 
with  strong  solution  of  ammonia.  On  standing  for  several 
days  brown  crystals  of  impure  salicylamide  separate,  which 
may  be  purified  by  recrystallisation  from  spirit  or  water.  Its 
formu'a  is  CCH,  OH.CO.NH,,  as  compared  with  C,;H,.OH. 
CO.OH.NH,,  tbe  formula  for  salicylate  of  ammonia.  Pure 
salicylamide  melts  at  142°  C,  and  is  soluble  in  cold  water  to 
the  extent  of  1  in  250.  Physiologically  it  does  not  differ, 
materially  in  action  from  salicylic  acid,  and  therapeutically 
its  advantages  over  salicylic  acid  and  its  salts  may  be  said 
to  be  that  it  has  no  taste,  is  more  soluble  than  salicylic  acid,, 
acts  more  promptly  and  in  smaller  doses  (3  to  5  grains),  has 
greater  analgesic  properties,  and  is  pharmacologically  safer. 


Inquest  on  a  Chemist. — Dr.  Danf  ord  Thomas,  the  coroner 
for  Central  Middlesex,  held  an  inquest  at  the  Islington 
Coroner's  Court,  relative  to  the  death  of  Arthur  Lawrence 
Meadley,  aged  29  years,  a  chemist  lately  residing  at  324 
Caledonian  Road.  His  brother,  Alfred  Theodore  Meadley,  a 
clerk,  living  at  Birmingham,  said  deceased  was  in  the  habit- 
of  taking  doses  of  chloroform.  He  last  saw  him  alive  at 
Christmas,  when  he  seemed  well.  Witness  had  often 
remonstrated  with  his  brother  on  the  evils  of  taking  chloro- 
form, and  he  had  promised  to  discontinue  the  habit.  On 
Saturday  witness  was  summoned  to  London,  and  on  arriving 
at  his  brother's  residence,  found  him  dead.  His  brother  lived, 
alone,  and  was  of  temperate  habits.  He  was  a  single  man. 
Evidence  was  also  given  by  a  pawnbroker  who  lived  opposite, 
and  who,  noticing  that  the  shop  was  not  open  on  Thursday 
and  Friday,  got  the  key  and  entered  the  premises,  and: 
found  him  dead.  Two  empty  bottles  were  by  his  side. 
George  Love  joy,  a  boy  employed  by  the  deceased,  said  he 
used  to  go  to  tue  shop  at  8  30  every  morning  and  wait  until 
his  master  opened  the  shop.  He  left  work  at  10  p.m. 
At  the  beginning  of  last  week  deseased  had  a  cold,  and  on 
Wednesday  evening  witness  obtained  the  key  of  the  shop. 
The  following  morning  on  arriving  as  usual  he  awakened 
Mr.  Meadley,  who  said  he  would  open  the  shop.  This,  how- 
ever, he  did  not  do,  and  the  next  day  witness  entered 
deceased's  loom  by  the  window.  Mr.  Meadley  then  said  he 
would  oprm  the  shop  in  half  an  hour,  but  as  he  did  not  do  so 
witness  left  and  did  not  return.  His  master  had  often  kept 
the  shop  closed  for  two  days.  On  the  Friday  he  appeared 
sleepy  in  bed.  Witness  had  sometimes  taken  a  bottle  con- 
taining chloroform  from  his  master.  Mr.  Meadley  would 
appear  as  if  "tipsy"  after  he  had  taken  chloroform.  Dr. 
John  Slater,  was  of  opinion  that  the  contents  of  the  bottles 
had  been  taken  by  inhalation.  He  had  examined  the  body, 
and  found  the  lungs  congested,  as  well  as,  the  kidneys 
and  liver.  Death  was  due  to  asphyxia  following  carbonic- 
acid  poisoning.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  from 
misadventure.

with  the  following  note : — 

Sandal-wood  oil  has  found  its  way  from  the  recipe-book  of  an  Edinburgh 

■  druggist  to  theBritish  Pharmacopoeia  1  It  was  a  Dr.  Henderson,  Glasgow, 
who  was  the  first  to  write  of  its  virtues  in  gonorrhoea,  &c. ;  but  we  believe 
that  before  then  its  use  for  this  purpose  had  been  established  by  an  Edin. 
burgh  chemist  named  Nesbet.  He  sent  out  a  "  specific  "  having  the  follow- 
ing composition 

(Here  follows  the  recipe  given  last  week.) 

Xesbet  (who  is  now  dead)  claimed  to  be  the  introducerof  the  oil,  and  that 
his  combination  was  the  most  agreeable  form  for  its  administration.  The 
oil  is  generally  taken  alone,  but  Nesbet's  mixture  is  undoubtedly  better 

•  the  other  essential  oils  disguising  its  disagreeable  taste  and  odour. 

We  are  open  to  correction  as  to  the  recipe ;  but  our  con- 
tributor knew  Nesbet,  and  had  conversations  with  him  about 
his  recipe. 

Perhaps  some,  of  our  Edinburgh  subscribers  may  have

A  Funnel  Suggestion. 
_  ■  Sir,— Might  I  draw  your  readers'  attention  to  a  possible 
'improvement  in  ordinary  funnels  1  A  glass  base,  or  a  base  of 
whatever  material  it  may  be  made  of,  outside  the  neck  of  the 
funnel  just  sufficient  to  hold  it  steady  when  used  as  a  filter. 
It  might  be  round  or  square,  but  not  too  large  ;  it  might  even 
be  corrugated  on  the  unrler-surface  to  allow  free  access  of  air. 
I  have  mentioned  it  to  several  houses,  but  they  do  not  seem 


to  care  to  take  up  the  idea.  I  was  again  reminded  of  the 
matter  by  a  tipping  funnel  to-day,  and  thought  I  would  ask 
you  to  consider  it  in  your  paper.  The  base  could  be  made  as 
a  separate  thing  with  a  rubber  band  lining  the  centre  to  hold 
the  funnel  tight.  A  square  or  round  piece  with  a  hole  in 
centre  lined  with  rubber  might  do.  A  filter  could  be  kept 
steady  under  most  conditions  if  such  an  improvement  were 
added.

211/34.  A.  P.  S. — We  do  not  think  you  would  get  your, 
money  back  by  suing  on  the  grounds  you  state ;  but  your 
action  might  have  the  effect  of  exposing  the  system. 


212/41.  Spiritus, — A--chemist,  -dentist,  or  anybody  else, 
not  licensed  to  retail  methylated  -spirit,  may  buy  it  from  a 
licensed  retailer  and  use-it  forlegitimare  purposes.  All  the 
objects  you  name  are  legitimate. 
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213'46.  E.  S.  I. — Both  labels  are  infringements.  The 
proprietor  of  a  trade-mark  has  a  statutory  right  to  "  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  trade-mark."  We  should  consider  he 
could  certaiuly  obtain  an  injunction  against  persons  who 

described  their  products  on  labels  as  "  quite  equal  to  " 

or  "  generally  sold  as  ." 

215/1.  Leo. — "  A  weight  or  measure  duly  stamped  by  an

These  have  caked' 
in  the  hands  of  two  customers  only.  This  is  the  objection 
to  all  powders  containing  sugar,  and  can  only  be  avoided  by 
wrapping  in  waxed  paper.  The  same  objection  applies  to 
sugar  of  milk.  A  good  substitute  for  the  sugar  is  a  mixture 
of  starch-powder  99  grains,  and  soluble  saccharin  1  grain. 
This  may  be  used  in  the  same  way  as  sugar. 


210/5.  JEbson. — (1)  We  have  never  yet  seen  a  formula 
which  will  make  Concentrated  Waters  (1  in  40)  really 
equal  to.  the  official  preparations,  or  even  waters  made  by 
trituration  of  the  oils  with  water.  Compare  the  product  of 
the  following,  which  gives  a  good  "  concentrated  water  "  : —

Dissolve  the  oil  in  the  spirit,  and  mix  with  the  syrupand  water.  Shake 
up  with  clean  kieselguhr,  und  after  four  hours  filter. 

(2)  To  make  Sal  Volatile  -without  Spirit  (liq.  amnion,  a/row., 
as  you  call  it)  you  must  simply  omit  the  spirit  and  two- 
thirds  of  the  oils.  Pour  a  gallon  of  boiling  water  into  a  jar 
containing  3iss.  of  volatile  oil  of  nutmeg  and  5ij.  of  oil  of 
lemon.  When  cold,  syphon  off  the  clear  water  from  the 
floating  oil.  To  150  oz.  of  this  add  the  ammonium  carbonate 
and  solution  of  ammonia.  (3)  The  purplish  colour  is  due  to 
the  excessive  alkalinity  of  your  liq.  bismuthi.
